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at  the  biewing  storm,  and  so  to  dUlinguUh  between 
the  darkness  of  the  menace  and  the  signs  of  force  in 
the  tempest.  It  is  not  always  the  blackMt  cloud 
that  brings  the  hurricane. 

The  ^le  reason  which  accounts  for  the  cruelty 
prorerbially  assigned  to  cowards  eiplains  the  ten¬ 
dency  of  timid  statesmen  to  severities.  The  coward 
antiapates  dangers,  and  magnifies  them,  and  fimeiee 
then  that  his  self-presenratfon  depends  on  his 
stroying  the  objects  which  his  hnagination  has  in¬ 
vest^  with  terrors.  So  it  is  with  timid  statesmen  ; 
they  are  always  prone  to  measures  of  coercion ;  and 
os  the  distrust  and  fear  of  the  piople  is  at  the  root 
of  all  Toryism,  Tories,  howevef^  physically  brave, 
are  cowardly  politicians,  and  in  Uie&  moments  of 
panic  prone  to  acts  of  rigour  and  cruelty  for  imagi¬ 
nary  self-preservation. 

The  existence  of  the  present  Gfoverninent  during 
the  crisis  of  the  Chartist  agitation  we  regard  as  a 
most  happy  circumstance  for  the  country ;  and  if  no 
other  good,  positive  or  negative,  resulted  from  the 
continuance  of  the  Ministry  in  power,  we  should 
rate  the  exclusion  of  the  Tories  upon  such  an  oppor-  j 
tunity  for  misebief,  and  the  temperate  course  which 
has  been  pursued  in  reliance  on  the  sound  sense  of 
the  great  body  of  the  people  and  the  efficacy  of  the 
laws,  as  benefits  of  the  greatest  value.  The  Tory 
leaders  have  plainly  indicated  what  their  system  of 
government  would  have  been  if  they  had  been  in 
office  during  the  last  six  months ;  it  would  have 
been  a  reppticion  of  1819  massacre ;  laws  for  the 
prevention  of  meetings ;  the  declaration  of  disturbed 
districts,  with  night- searches  for  arms  ;  and  proba¬ 
bly  the  suHuension  of  the  Habeai  Act.  The 

speeches  uf  the  Duke  of  Wellington  on  the  Bir¬ 
mingham  riot  sufficiently  denote  what  his  conduct 
would  have  been  if  unfortunately  he  had  possessed 
the  power  of  acting  on  his  enuriuouAly-cxoggerated 
views  The  Duke’s  roeimures  would  nave  been  on 
the  same  scale  as  his  delusions,  sod  liis  coercive 
powers  would  have  been  exercised  according  to  the 
ratio  of  the  belief  that  Birtntnghain  had  suifofcd 
greottr  h«  r«-orb  t‘  *a»  Bndi\)oa,  di^a^trous  lon- 
sequeiice  of  any  suspension  of  Constitutional  rights 
would  have  been  that  many  of  the  middle  classes, 
whose  liberties  were  interiered  with,  would  have 


such  advantage  to  the  people  to  pass  but  for  ^ 
hope,  which  we  believe  will  be  disappolutec^  that  it 
will  cause  a  deficiency  in  the  revenue  which  may 
fiitally  embarrass  the  Minist^. 

The  passing  of  the  Slave  Trade  Suppression  Bill 
it  another  topic  of  cougratulalion,  and  the  opening 
of  the  Ballot  question  is  a  third. 

The  Education  grant  is  of  admitted  inad^uacy, 
but  seeing  the  storm  of  bigotry  ndsed  against  it, 
we  have  rather  to  commend  ministers  for  having 
adhered  to  it,  such  as  it  is,  than  to  cenoure  them 
for  not  having  ventured  on  a  larger  proposal.  ^  Our 
own  opinion,  however,  is,  that  In  these  caoet,  where 
prejtidice  must  be  encountered,  it  is  more  advan¬ 
tageous  to  fight  the  battle  for  a  large  stake  than  £or 
a  small  one,  for  thf  hostility  is  the  same  against  n 
small  stake  as  against  a  large  one,  and  the  lattw 
obtains  the  more  zealous  ai^  vigorous  support  of 
friends.  An  object  is  always  hit  unfortunately

Never 
within  our  time  were  so  many  days  wasted  in  par^ 
conflicts  as  in  the  past  Session,  and  all  these  battles 
were  fought  at  the  expense  of  the  business  of  the 
country.  Now  we  have  no  right  to  blame  the 
Tories  for  endeavouring  to  overthrow  the  Ministry 
to  which  they  are  hostile,  if  such  had  been  their  aim, 
but  if  they  have  fought  these  battles  not  with  the 
hope,  not  with  the  slightest  expectation  of  displacing 
Ministers,  but  merely  with  the  design  of  obstructing 
businesB,  and  making  Ministers  appear  unequal  to 
the  conduct  of  the  business  so  obstructed,  we  must 
say  that  an  artifice  more  factious  and  base  was  never 
before  practised.  The  Tories  may  contend  that 
they  were  quite  justifiable  in  storming  the  Govern¬ 
ment  on  the  Jamaica  question,  and  in  having  two 
long  campaigns  on  the  Education  Grant  and  the 
Iri^  Policy,  but  then  they  can  have  no  right  to 
complain  of  the  backwardness  of  business,  the  time 
for  which  they  have,  by  their  own  choice,  so  wasted 
in  unprofitable  contentions.  But  what  grosser  hy¬ 
pocrisy  can  be  conceived  than  Lord  Lyudhurst’s 
complaint  of  the  backwardness  of  measures  which 
he  was  predetermined  to  mutilate  or  destroy  wlien- 
ever  presented  ?  Did  he  desire  any  of  the  Bills 
which  he  insults  the  Ministry  for  not  having  pro¬ 
duced?  He  reproaches  (lovernment  for  not  having 
fulfilled  its  promise  of  settling  the  affairs  of  Canada, 
but  was  he  so  anxious,  so  eager  for  the  adjustment 
of  that  difficult  question  when  he  joined  with  Lord 
Brougham  in  that  foul  blow  at  Lord  Durham’s  au¬ 
thority  which  has  so  incalculably  retarded  the  paci¬ 
fication  of  the  colony  ?  But  for  the  two  lawyers 
who  bestride  the  House  of  Peers  (the  Torj',  and  the 
apostate),  the  affairs  of  Canada  would  ere  now 
have  been  in  train  for  a  satisfactory  settlement. 

For  the  rejection  of  the  Irish  Corporations  Bill 
Ministers  are  blamed  by  Lord  Lyndhurst  with  won¬ 
derful  face.

The  most  curious  part  of  Lord  Lyndhiirst’s  logic, 
however,  related  to  the  Education  Grant.  Scoffing 
at  Ministers  for  their  inability  to  cany  their  mea¬ 
sures  through  the  House  of  Peers,  he  yet  finds 
especial  fault  with  them  for  having  secured  the 
Education  Grant  against  the  hostility  of  the  Lords 
by  taking  the  course  they  did,  instead  of  embodying 
their  proposals  in  a  hill  which  the  Lords  might  have 
mutilated  at  pleasure.  So  the  robbers  in  the  play 
complain  indignantly  of  the  meanness  of  the  travel¬ 
lers  who  avoided  pillage  by  changing  their  road.

^  Now  if  this  sort  of  government  be  practicable,  if 
it  be  suited  to  the  times  and  the  temper  of  the  peo¬ 
ple,  bud  the  exigencies  of  the  country,  why  does 
not  l^e  Duke  of  Wellington  feel  himself  in  the  con¬ 
dition  to  libderjake  it  ?*  Why  does  his  Grace  call 
upoli  Lord  Meihoume  to  adopt  a  policy  in  which 
he,  i^e  Duke,  knows  that  he  hiiipielf  would  not  he 
supported.  If  the  Duke’s  polic/  were  suitable,  the 
Duke'S  administration  would  borne,  and  should 
go  with'  it  ?  At  present  there  is  the  interval  of 
Badajos  and  Birmingham  between  the  state  of  the 
country  and  the  system  of  government  which  the 
Duke  would  apply  to  it. 

His  Grace  advises  Ministers  to  turn  over  a  new 
leaf  (the  first  in  the  Orderly-book),  and  really  to 


pleasure  yuur  auuptiuii  oi  u  measure  mat  secures 
to  the  negro  population  of  Jamaica  the  full  enjoy- 
meot  of  all  that  was  comprehended  in  the  term 
*  emancipation.’  ” 

Now  if  the  speech,  so  “  pitiful  ”  in  its  topics,  had 
but  contained  this — as  Yorick  observes,  “  ’twould  be 
something.” 

But  if  the  parties  alluded  to  had  been  legislators 
and  patriots,  instead  of  mere  “  Lords  and  Gentle¬ 
men,”  her  Majesty  might  have  gone  on  to  say— 

“  There  can  be  n^  doubt  that  your  adoption  of  a 
measure  for  enlarging  the  constituency  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  by  establishing  a  more  satisfactory  registration 
of  voters,  will  be  received  as  a  proof  of  your  dettr- 
miaation  to  give  the  Reform  Act  a  fair  trial,  which 
it  has  never  had.  The  measures  wliicli  you  have 
passed  for  removing  some  of  the  defects  of  the 
existing  system  of  prison-discipline,  and  for  tiic  cor¬ 
rection  of  certain  glaring  abuses  connected  with  the 
discipline  of  the  church,  are  among  the  proofs  that 
public  time  has  not  been  entirely  wasted,  and  that 
public  wants  have  not  been  wholly  disregarded.” 

All  this,  however,  was  excluded  from  the  speech ; 
for  her  Majesty  could  only  have  alluded  to  these 
measures  as  forlorn  hopes,  created  in  the  Commons 
to  be  lost  in  the  Lords — measures  deemed  beneficial 
by  the  people’s  representatives,  and  consequently 
rejected  by  the  Irresponsibles  who  are  permitted  to 
nile  over  them. 

The  introduction  of  such  topics  would  undoulit- 
edly  have  given  a  different  character  to  the  Queen’.s 
speech  ;  but  imagine  the  difference,  had  the  speech 
been  drawn  up  by  Sir  Robert  Peel !  Had  the  Queen 
been  less  firm  in  May,  the  speech  would  unquestion¬ 
ably  have  been  far  more  full  of  existing  topics  in 
August.  Her  Majesty  would  probably  have  beea 
made  to  say — 

”  The  danger  and  consternation  that  have  pre¬ 
vailed  in  various  parts  of  my  dominions  have  rendered 
necessary  a  large  addition  to  the  standing-army  ;  a 
strong  military  force  being  required  in  Ireland,  to 
aid  the  troops,  previously  stationed  in  that  country, 
in  re-establishing  tranquillity.  I  lament  that  it  has 
been  found  expedient,  in  the  emergency  to  which 
the  legal  authorities  of  the  kingdom  have  been 
driven  by  the  disorders  that  have  prevailed  in  this 
country,  to  call  for  extraordinary  powers  by  which 
to  secure  the  conviction  of  political  criminals,  and 
to  provide  for  the  suppression  of  liberal  opinions. 
It  is  consolatory,  however,  to  think  that  the  uncoo-* 
stitutional  measures  adopted  have  been  quite  suc^ 
ceshful  ;  and  that  all  political  sentiments  not  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  those  of  my  Government  and  the 
upper  branch  of  the  Legislature,  are  so  effectually 
checked  as  to  threaten  no  immediate  danger.” 

Another  paragraph  might  have  proceeded  thu»^ 

“  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons :  » 

have  nobly  defeated  the  mischievous  attack  upon 
the  revenue,  and  the  financial  credit  of  the  country, 
made  by  a  portion  of  your  body,  under  the  namc  o 
apian  for  a  penny  postage  ;  rather  than  sancoon 
which,  the  Minister  who  speaks  the  seniimenu  o 
ray  Cabinet  has  declared  that  he  would  reiii'c  from 
public  life  at  once.  The  reflection  that  you  have 

averted  such  a  calamity,  and  saved  the 

rtf  nnstaae.  will  oe 


govern  the  country  ;  in  other  words,  to  adopt  a 
Tory  policy.  The  modesty  of  the  recommendation 
is  the  more  remarkable  when  the  broadest  difference 
between  the  Whig  and  the  Tory  policy  is  considered, 
and  the  effect  of  it. 

In  the  government  of  England  it  haa  always  been 
admitted  that  there  has  been  the  least  difference 
between  the  Whig  pciicy  and  the  Tory  pol^y  ;  and 
what  is  the  state  of  England  ?  Without  going  so 
far  as  to  say  that  Birmingham  has  shared  the  fate  of 
Badajos,  we  may  affirm  that  the  aspect  of  things  in 
England  is  far  from  satisfactory,  though  less  me¬ 
nacing  thtin  it  was  some  few  months  ago. 

On  the  other  hand,  in  the  government  of  Ireland, 
there  has  been  the  broadest  difference  between  the 
Whig  policy  and  the  'I'ory  policy  ;  and  what  has 
been  the  practical,  the  undeniable,  tlie  notorious  re¬ 
sult  ?  Why,  that  the  country  was  never  so  quiet, 
never  so  tranquil  ;  that  it  spurns  the  English  incen¬ 
diaries  who  go  over  to  disturb  its  peace,  and  that  it 
spares  its  garrisons  to  preserve  the  peace  of  England ! 
8o,  he  it  observed,  where  there  is  the  widest  differ¬ 
ence  between  the  Whig  |K)licy  and  the  Tory  policy 
there  is  the  greatest  tranquillity  ;  w'bere  there  is  the 
least  difference  between  the  VVliig  policy  and  the 
Torj'  policy  there  is  the  largest  amount  of  disaflee* 
tion  and  tendency  to  commotion.  Seeing  these  re¬ 
sults,  if,  as  the  Duke  advises,  a  new  leaf  should  be 
turned  over,  would  it  not  now  be  well  to  try  in 
England  the  system  of  coiirilialion  of  the  people 
which  has  succeeded  so  admirably  in  Ireland,  pro¬ 
ceeding  on  the  exjierience  that  the  farther  we  get 
from  Tory  policy  the  nearer  we  get  to  public  peace 
and  satisfaction,  and  that  the  point  of  the  smallest 
difference  with  Toryism  is  the  point  at  which  there 
is  the  maximum  of  discontent  and  disturbance. 
These  are  facts  full  of  instruction,  and  which  broadly 
mark  out  the  courses  leading  to  successful  and  to 
unsuccessful  government. 


THE  SPEECH  AS  IT  IS.  AND  AS  IT 
MIGHT  HAVE  BEEN. 

Various  charges  of  delinquency  that  were  once 
brought  by  Lonl  Rodney  against  certain  naval 
officers,  were  obliged,  it  is  said,  to  be  kept  in  the 
back-ground,  for  no  other  reason  than  because  (such 
was  the  state  of  the  navy  at  the  time)  it  was  difficult 
to  muster  a  sufficient  miniber  of  nondelinquent 
officers  to  try  them !  All  Tory  charges  against  the 
Liberals  in  our  day  fall  to  the  ground  for  a  still 
atronger  reason— -the  difficulty  is  in  this  case  an  im¬ 
possibility.  Whatsoever  they  charge  upon  .  Re¬ 
formers,  either  of  non-perforinanae  or  of  practical 
wrong-doing,  they  have  been  guilty  of  themselves  a 
thousand  times  over,  and  in  a  far  more  criminal  de¬ 
gree.  Tory  criminality,  it  must  bo  granted,  does  not 
establish  Whig  innocence  ;  but  it  establishes  never¬ 
theless  the  unfitness  of  Tories  to  be  judges  or  wit¬ 
nesses  in  any  case  of  complaint  against  Whigs. 

Take  for  example  the  last  crime  of  the  Cabinet, 
the  composition  of  the  Royal  speech ;  the  speech 
which  they  say  is  a  foolish  speecn,  a  barren  speech, 
an  empty  speech— a  poor,  dull,  trite,  spiritless,  in- 
sifpiificant  speech.  Were  these  epitheta  never  ap- 
plied,  at  least  as  truly,  to  Royal  orations  before  ?  If 
there  is  nothing  new  in  the  speech,  there  is  as 
little  of  novelty  in  the  mode  of  ridiculing  it.  We 
remember  Sovereigns,  far  lest  like  Miei  in  all  other 
respeets  than  ours,  who  poaseMed  qaite  as  strongly

^Jr^niinent  which  partly  could  not  give  reforms  if  they 
K)uld,  and  partly  had  refused  to  give  even  what  they 

could. 

The  dispositions  of  the  Tories  to  Reform  in  its 
most  moderate  degrees  have  been  sufficiently  sig¬ 
nalized  by  their  opposition  to  every  measure  of  im- 
nrovement  that  has  been  brought  before  them  this 
Swsion.  They  did  not  indeed  throw  out  the  Penny 
Postage,  because  they  entertain  a  vain  hope  that 
it  will  throw  out  the  Ministry  by  a  deficiency  in  the 
revenue,  compelling  the  imposition  of  new  taxes  ; 
but  they  showed  plainly  enough,  that  if  they  had 
been  in  office  the  Penny  Postage  would  not  have 
been  conceded.  Here,  then,  is  a  reform  most 
anxiously  desired  by  the  country,  which  the  Tories 
would  obstinately  have  refused,  and  which  the 
Whig  Ministry  have  granted  to  the  wishes  of  the 
people.  Can  Lord  Brougham  name  a  single  im¬ 
provement  ;  can  he  name  any  number  of  improve¬ 
ments  to  be  had  from  the  Tories  equal  in  import¬ 
ance  to  this?  Nay,  can  he  mention  any  one 
improvement,  great  or  small,  to  be  expected  from 
the  Tories?  lie  professes  to  be  in  their  confidence, 
he  promises  and  vouches  vague  things  for  them,  but 
what  can  he  venture  to  name  ? 

Addison’s  Quack  (Lord  Brougham  always  re- 
niinda  one  of  quacks)  went  about,  preceded  by  a  boy, 
who  cried  aloud,  **  My  father  cures  all  manner  of 
diseases to  which  the  charlatan  solemnly  added, 

‘  The  child  speaks  the  truth.” 

Lord  Brougham  perforins  the  part  of  hawking 
aloud,  ‘The  Duke  cures  all  manner  of  abuses;’ 
but  the  Duke  docs  not  chime  into  the  quackery, 

‘  The  boy  speaks  the  truth.* 

Not  a  syllable  did  the  Duke  of  Wellington  say  in 
confirmation  of  the  reforms  promised  by  the  double- 
tongqed  apostate  lawyer  in  his  name.  On  the 
jMintrnry,  he  blpotly  invited  Lord  Melbourne  Co  re¬ 
nounce  hi^  miltj  policy,  and  to  adopt  a  severe, 
trenchant  system  of  government.

His  Lordship  was  ouite  prepared  for  the 
parting  with  his  Noble  friend  at  the  head  of  her 
Majesty’s  Government.  Alas  I  be  we^s  the  more 
because  he  weeps  in  vain.  The  Session  is  over  ; 
there’s  the  rub.  His  are  Alexander’s  tears.  He 
weeps  that  he  has  no  more  Whigs  to  betray  during 
the  present  year.

Nobody  expected  that  the  House  of  Lords,  ac¬ 
quiring  a  new  Baron  in  Lord  Montcagle,  would, 
acquire  also  an  advocate  for  the  abolition  of  tho 
Corn  Laws.  Mr  8pring  Rice  made  a  handsome  exit; 
from  the  House  of  Commons.  Like  an  experieocccl 
wit,  he  kept  his  best  joke  for  a  parting  salute,  like 
result  of  his  practice  as  Chancellor  of  the  Exebe* 
quer  is,  a  conviction  of  the  grand  mistake  of  the 
Corn  Laws,  and  of  tlieir  mischievous  efiect  upon  the 
money  market  in  seasons  of  the  utiBost  financial  de¬ 
licacy.  We  here  merely  notice  wliat  he  said,  with  a 
view  to  comment  on  another  occasion.  Referring 
to  the  funding  of  the  Exchequer  bills,  he  ris 
inarked — 

“  la  lookiog  ol  the  chief  cssss  of  the  preMur#  oo  th* 
money  market,  mod  the  etate  of  the  exchaagea,  we  ahuidd 
not  loan  sight  of  the  importaot  fact  that  ihia  country  had  had 
to  make  paysaente  for  5,U0U,000  quartere  of  corn,  which  had 
greatly  tencled  to  rsiee  the  foreign  exchangee  ngainat  iie, 
and  to  make  nil  banking  accommodation  higher  here  than  on 
the  continent.  It  was  quite  uqjuat  and  ab^rd  to  blame  the 
Bank  aa  the  cane#  of  this.  It  was  anjaet  beoaase  it  turned 
the  atteatioa  of  the  public  from  that  which  was  the  real 
cause.  Now,  ia  looking  at  the  chief  renee^  he  would  say  that 
if  we  had  a  regular  trade  in  tbreiga  earn  m  exchange  tor  the 
manufacturee  of  tliie  country,  we  should  not  be  sebject  to 
such  fluctuations,  or  to  eo  grant  a  praseure  as  we  had  lateJj

even  began  to  remonstrate  against  his  inactivity.  The 
Princess  of  Beira  brought  tirst  instructions  from  Aus¬ 
tria,  advising  Carlos  himself  to  take  steps  for  an  accom¬ 
modation,  or  steps  for  conciliating  the  semi- Liberals. 
He  would  listen  to  neither.  He  was  entreated  at  least 
to  conciliate  the  Basque  chiefs  and  the  provincial  party, 
without  whose  adhesion  he  must  in  the  end  be  tripped 
up.  All  this  terminated  in  the  appointment  of  Maroto 
to  supreme  command.  Maroto  was  a  man  of  ability 
and  of  the  world,  a  politician  and  tactician  rather  than 
a  chief,  and  holding  opinions  equally  apart  from  the 
pure  absolutists  and  from  the  provincials,  who  would 
have  no  defenders  of  Carlos  save  themselves;  for  the 
thorough  Bus<}ues  pretended  that  the  Castillian  Carlists 
merely  cams  amongst  them  to  eat  up  provisions.  Ma- 
roto’s  military  system  was  to  act  on  the  defensive,  whilst 
his  policy  was  to  arrive  sooner  or  later  at  some  /ron- 
snetinn  or  arrangement  with  the  Constitutionalists.  As 
often  befals  those  who  keep  a  middle  course,  the  two 
extremes  unite  against  Maroto ;  the  barbers  and  bishops 
of  the  Camarilla,  considered  the  chiefs  of  the  Castillian 
party,  who  could  dream  of  nothing  less  for  Don  Carlos 
than  his  being  absolute  mouarch  of  all  Spain,  united 
with  the  more  furious  zealots  of  provincial  who  were 
Navarrese ;  both  agreed  to  sacrifice  Maroto  and  divide 
influence  afterwards.  It  is  well  known  how  Maroto 
anticipated  them,  seized  and  shot  the  military  plotters, 
and  exiled  the  barbers  and  the  bishops.  Alaroto  has 
since  kept  his  station  at  the  head  of  the  army,  and 
secured  the  adhesion  of  such  men  as  Villareal,  Zaria- 
teguy,  and  Elio,  the  heads  of  the  provincial  party.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  Camarilla  has  succeeded  in  inter¬ 
cepting  the  small  supplies  which  still  reached  Biscay 
from  Europe,  and  these  have  been  sent  to  Cabrera.  The 
consequence  has  been  a  great  diminution  in  the  ranks

been  an  infinitely  better  poet  than  lie  is  ;  would  have 
mingled  his  lines  with  no  feeble  ones;  and  his 
thoughts  with  no  imitation  of  inferior  natures.  As 
it  is.  he  is  one  of  the  “  best  good  natured  men  ” 
alrout  town,  that  ever  followed  in  the  train  of  the 
Dorsets  and  Gays,  though  with  certainly  none  ^f 
the  “  worst-natured  ”  of  “Muses.*’  Lord  Leigh 
indeed  is  a  satirist,  but  notwithstanding  all  his  pros¬ 
perity  he  has  suffered  as  well  as  thought  enough 
to  become  one  of  the  most  charitable*;  and  it°ii 
curious  and  pleasing  to  see,  with  a  real  faculty  for 
satire,  how  unable  he  is  to  indulge  it  against  any 
without  implying  fair  play  towards  all.  Passionately 
fond,  however,  of  the  old  |)oets,  and  an  idolater  of 
Shnkspeare,  he  has  a  greater  vein  of  fancy  than  the 
mere  town-wits  we  have  classed  him  with,  and  a 
loftier  sympathy  with  the  grandeurs  of  nature  and 
solitude.  But  undoubtedly  it  is  his  Epistles  to  a 
Friend  in  Town  that  will  interest  readers  most, 
and  to  these,  therefore,  we  would  more  particularly 
direct  attention. 

A  This,  from  the  opening  Epistle,  is  excellent.  The 
first  expressions  we  have  marked  in  italics  seem  to 
us  imaginative  and  well  felt ;  and  in  the  last  line 
will  be  observed  a  nice  detection  of  what  may  be 
fairly  called  the  most  shadowy  of  all  grounds  of  self- 
importance  !

of  the  Carlist  army,, 
facing  in  the  field  the  force  which  E&partcro  has  brought 
against  him.  The  latter  began  the  campaign  by  driving 
the  Carlists  from  their  strongest  position  in  the  province 
of  Santander,  viz.  llamales,  and  the  surrounding  heights. 
Having  efTected  this,  the  Christino  General,  by  a  series 
of  slow,  cautious,  but  well-combined  operations,  made 
himself  master  of  all  the  heights  which  extend  from 
Santander  to  the  north  of  Vittoria.  He  first  occupied 
Orduna,  then  the  heights  of  Arlaban,  and  as  he  advanced 
upon  Durango  the  Carlists  were  obliged  to  abandon  their 
forts  and  entrench-lines  on  the  Bilbao  road,  and  aban¬ 
don  Biscay  altogether.  From  Alava  they  were  pre¬ 
viously  excluded.  Of  Navarre  they  merely  possess  the 
higher  valleys  j  whilst  of  the  four  provinces,  Guipiiscoa 
alone  is  exclusively  theirs.  Maroto  occupies  Guipuscoa 
I  with  his  army  ;  and  Espartero,  who  moves  slowly,  and 
I  nevc.  without  having  gathered  provisions  and  almost 
secured  80^,555^  is  not  likely  to  invade  it  for  sometime. 
As  to  the  few  who  have  taken  up  arms  on  the 

French  frontier  in  betMlfof  Curios,  &ud  against  Maroto, 
they  will  easily  be  put  down  It  remains  to  be  seen, 
then,  if  Maroto  can  make  terms  with  the  constitutional 
government,  aud  thereby  pacify  the  north.  He  has  the 
adhesion  of  the  army  and  |g^ovincial  party,  and  can 
therefore  fulfil  what  he  stipulates.  He  is  ready  to  re¬ 
cognise  the  sovereignty  of  Isabella,  the  chief  and  grand 
concession  ;  but  he  recommends  an  overt  interference  of 
France  and  England  to  guarantee  a  rational  portion  of 
their  privileges  to  the  Basques,  a  full  aranesty  to  all 
engaged  in  the  insurrection,  as  well  as  to  put  an  end  to 
any  continuance  of  insurrection  in  Catalonia  or  .Arragon. 
Dispatches  on  this  point  were  forwarded  by  the  Madrid 
cabinet  on  the  21st.  Marshal  Soult  is  most  anxious  to 
do  what  France  may  do  in  such  a  case.  The  English 
government  is  not  backward  ;  and,  notwithstanding  the 
reluctance  of  Louis  Philip|>e,  the  lukewarmness  of 
Espartero,  and  the  many  difficulties  which  beset  the 
question,  more  hopes  are  entertained  of  its  solution,  and 
of  the  return  of  peace,  than  have  been  yet  entertained 
throughout  the  war.

SPAIN. 

However  dangerous  it  may  be  in  Spanish  afluirb 
to  sound  the  note  of  triumph  prematurely,  so  sudden 
and  inculculuble  are  the  changes  of  fortune  in  that 
count H',  nevertheless  it  is  scarcely  presumptuous  to 
look  forward,  at  the  present  moment,  to  a  speedy 
termination  of  the  civil  war  in  the  four  northern 
provinces,  which  were  all  along  the  centre  and 
stronghold  of  the  faction.  The  true  cause  of'the 
weakness  and  expiring  state  of  the  insurrection  is, 
no  doubt,  the  cessation  of  those  subsidies  which  the 
absolutist  powers  poured  into  Biscay  year  after 
year,  enabling  Carlos  to  keep  up  an  army  far  beyond 
the  power  of  the  l^anish  insurgents,  or  of  their 
cause,  to  support.  For  after  all,  who  were  the  sup¬ 
porters  of  Don  Carlos  in  Spain  ?  Was  his  a  great 
royalist  resistance,  like  that  of  Charles  the  First  in 
England,  with  the  aristocracy  and  gentry  of  the 
kingdom  Hocking  round  his  banner No  such  thing ; 
the  well-born,  the  wealthy,  the  enlightened,  were  all 
against  Carlos,  who  had  scarcely  a  grandee  in  his 
court,  or  a  noble  in  liis  army.  Was  he  supported  by  the 
Spanish  church?  By  no  means.  Gener^  Maroto,  in 
his  interrogatory  or  declaration  l>efore  General  Ilarispe, 
that  valuable  document  for  a  knowledge  of  Spanish 
afl'airs,  declared  that  all  the  persecutions  and  confisca¬ 
tions  Inflicted  by  the  liberals  on  the  clergy,  could  not 
force  them  to  give  a  general  adhesion  to  Don  Carlos. 
'The  insurrection,  then,  was  not  a  national  rising.  It 
was  commenced  by  a  few  military  malcontents,  and  then 
became  a  local  or  provincial  rebellion.  The  peasants 
and  small  landholders  who  first  supported  it,  found 
instant  advantage  in  gutting  rid  of  all  taxation,  in  ruling 
the  owners  of  the  land,  giving  their  rents  as  con¬ 
tributions  to  a  cause  which  promised  them  final  pos¬ 
session  of  the  property  they  tenanted.  'Fhc  provinces 
became  instantly  formed — the  young  into  an  army,  the 
elders  and  civilians  into  juntas  and  elective  magistracies 
— all  receiving  pay  and  profiting  by  this  new  state  of 
things.  Zumalacoirreguy  orgauized  this  for  defence ; 
but  after  him  subsidies  poured  in,  the  Carlist  Itands 
spread  into  a  lar^e  army,  Uussiaii  tacticians  came  to 
guide  it,  and  at  its  head,  with  a  numerous  staff,  the 
Pretender  marched  from  the  provinces  to  the  conquest 
of  Spain.  He  met  with  some  resistance,  much  in- 
differcuce — was  beaten  here,  victorious  there — hut  was 
forced  to  return  to  tlie  provinces,  with  the  conviction 
strongly  formed  in  the  mind  of  every  officer  and  chief, 
tliat,  however  the  insurrection  might  defend  itself  in  the 
provinces,  it  could  never  conquer  the  rest  of  the  penin¬ 
sula.  From  that  moment  the  chiefs,  who  were  not 
merely  generals  of  battalions  in  military  divisions,  but 
men  of  paramount  influence  over  the  peasantry  of  the 
provinces,  abandoned  the  hope  of  makuig  Carlos  king. 
They  conspired  to  put  Dan  ^bastion  in  his  place,  and 
make  an  arrangement  with  the  Liberals.  Carlos,  in 


FRANCE. 

Tlie  most  stirring  subject  with  the  French — except 
the  war  which  their  press  is  carrying  on  in  behalf  of 
Meliemet  All  with  the  London  journals— it  the  ordon- 
nance  diminishing  the  duty  on  colonial  sugar.

TURKEY. 

Tlie  Isst  accounts  from  Alexandria  are  of  the  10th. 
They  mention  the  arrival  on  the  5th  of  Captain  Anselm, 
Admiral  Roussin’s  Aide-de-Camp,  who  brought  dis- 
patclies  to  be  communicated  to  the  Paelia,  through  the 
Consul's  informing  him  of  tlie  resolve  of  the  five  Powers 
to  treat  in  the  name  of  Turkey,  and  not  permit  the  latter 
to  cede  all  Meheniet's  demands.

wiiiisi,  on  me  ovner,  we  nave  para  nee  regard  to  the  welfare 
of  the  prisoners,  and  to  their  moral  iroprovemeet.  The  at 
tempts  which  have  been  msdu^  many  parts  of  the  country 
to  excite  disaffection,  accomf^nied  by  riot,  and  in  some 
instances  by  the  destruction  of  property,  have  rendered  it 
an  imperative  duty  on  us  to  adopt  such  measures  as  shall 
prevent  a  recurrence  of  similar  disturbances.  We  have  ac¬ 
cordingly  provided  for  your  Majeiity  the  means  of  increasini; 
your  Majesty’s  military  force,  and  to  strengthen  the  civil 
authority,  hy  enabling  the  Magistrates  of  England  and 
Wales  to  organise  a  paid  constabiilarly  force  where  the  state 
of  the  counties  shall  require  it.  We  have  the  satisfaction  of 
announcing  to  your  Majesty  that,  although  the  circumstances 
of  the  country  have  not  enabled  us  to  make  any  material  re¬ 
duction  in  the  public  burdens,  yet  we  have  endeavoured  to 
alleviate  their  pressure,  by  making  a  most  important  modifi¬ 
cation  in  that  irranch  of  the  revenue  which  is  derivable  at 
the  Post-office  ;  by  reducing  the  duty  to  a  low  and  unitorm 
rate,  we  not  only  give  cncouregement  to  the  industry  and 
develop  the  resources  of  the  comniunity,  but  we  have  con¬ 
ferred  social  advantages  of  the  highest  character  upon  the 
poorer  classes  of  your  Majesty’s  subject?.  We  have  givto 
onr  willing  aid  in  furtherence  of  your  Majesty’s  gracious 
wishes  to  abolish  the  slave  trade,  by  protecting  from  legal 
proceedings  tbe  officers  employed  under  your  Majesty’s  orders 
for  the  suppression  of  that  nefarious  traffic.  We  earnestly 
hope  that  it  may  be  reserved  for  y^r  Majesty  to  perfect  the 
great  design  which  originated  with  your  Majestv’s  Royal 
predecessor  in  the  purest  spirit  of  benevolence,  and  that  tbe 
final  results  may  shed  a  bright  and  enduring  lustre  on  your 
Majesty’s  most  auspicious  reign.  It  now  only  remains  for 
me  to  present  to  your  Majesty  two  bills,— the  one  intituled 
‘  An  Act  to  appropriate  the  surplus  ways  and  means  for  the 
service  of  the  year  1830;*  and  the  other  intituled  ‘An  Act 
for  raising  the  sum  of  12,026,0601.  for  the  service  of  the 
year  1830 to  which,  with  all  humility,  we  pray  your  Ma- 
josty’s  Royal  assent.” 

The  Royal  assent  was  then  given  to  those  two  bills;  as 
also  to  the  following  tbe  exchequer  bills  funding  bill ; 
the  fisheries  England  and  France  bill;  the  Hank  of  Ire¬ 
land  continuance  bill ;  the  fines  and  penalties  (Ireland) 
bill  ;  the  Holton  police  bill  ;  the  Duke  of  Marlborough’s 
pension  bill ;  and  the  county  and  district  constables’  bill. 
— The  Loud  Chanceli.or  then  presented  to  the  Queen 
the  following  speech,  which  her  Majesty  read  in  her  usual 
distinct  and  impressive  manner: — 

“  My  Lordn  and  GemUetnnt, 

“  The  public  business  having  bsea  bronght  to  a  close,  I 
have  now  to  perform  the  satisfactory  duty  of  releasing  you 
from  your  long  and  laborious  attendance  in  parliament. 

“  1  rejoice  that  a  definitive  treaty  between  Holland  and 
Belgium,  negotiated  by  the  meditation  of  the  five  powers, 
has  settled  the  differences  between  those  two  countries,  and 
has  secured  the  pence  of  Europe  from  dangers  to  which  it 
had  so  1(11^  been  ex|N)8od.  The  same  concord  which  brought 
these  intricate  quosiioiis  to  a  peaceful  termination  prevails 
with  regard  to  tne  affairs  of  the  Levant.  The  five  powers 
are  alike  determined  to  uphold  the  independence  and  integrity 
of  the  Ottoman  empire;  and  1  trust  that  (his  union  will 
ensure  a  satisfactory  settlement  of  matters  which  are  of  the 
deepest  importance  to  the  whole  of  Europe. 

“  It  has  afforded  me  the  sincerest  pleasure  to  have  been 

able  to  assist  in  effecting  a  reconcilintion  between  Prance 
and  Mexico,  latent  upon  preserving  for  my  subjacts  the 
blessings  of  peace,  1  am  highly  gratified  when  1  can  nvnil 
myself  of  an  opp^aaky  of  removing  misunderstanding 
between  other  powers.  , 

“  I  have  recently  eoocluded  with  the  King  of  the 
a  conventioa  calcaiated  to  put  aa  end  to  differoaces  which 
have  arisen  of  late  years  between  the  fishermen  ot  Great 
Britain  and  France.  Thie  coaveotioo,  by  removing  ceusee 
of  dieputh,  will  tend  to  cement  the  union  between  the  two 
countnee  which  is  so  advantageous  to  both,  and  so  oooducifs 
to  the  general  iaterests  of  Europa. 

“  I  snail  continue  to  pursue  with  perseverance  the  negoi

C01.ONIAI.  AND  Fobeigw  Policy. — Lord  McLBOunNe, 
in  reply  to  questions  from  I.ord  Strangford,  slated  that 
every  disposition  prevailed,  both  in  the  United  States  and 
in  the  Ctnadas,  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  pmeeedings 
which  had  unfoitunately  taken  place  upon  tbe  frontier 
daring  (he  last  (wo  winters.  With  respect  to  the  French 
blockade  of  the  river  Plata,  be  had  only  to  say,  that  he  did 
not  think  there  were  any  grounds  for  supposing  (hat  hosti¬ 
lities  had  ceased,  or  that  the  parties  had  in  any  respect 
altered  their  conduct  tosvards  each  other  ;  but  he  did  not 
doubt  the  disposition  of  the  French  government  to  put  an 
end  to  such  a  state  of  things,  and  he  felt  satisfied  that  ere 
long  effectual  measures  would  be  taken  for  that  purpose. 
He  had  only  further  to  say,  that  the  French  authorities, 
both  o«  the  Gambia  and  in  Senegal,  and  along  the  whole 
of  (he  western  coast  of  Africa,  would  be  instructed  to  ab¬ 
stain  from  the  course  of  conduct  of  which  the  noble  vis¬ 
count  had  complained.

said  he  could  not  take  leave  for  this  lessiou,  perhaps 
for  ever,  of  the  greatest  subj^t  which  could  occu',.^ 
attention  of  rulers  and  lawgivers— the  education  of  the 
people — without  offering  a  few  words  to  their  lordships  on 
the  peculiar  position  in  which  this  great  question  now 
stood.  If  tlieir  lordships  were  to  conclude  by  a  resolution 
pledging  themselves  to  proceed  by  a  bill  next  session, 
they  would  perform  tlieir  duty  in  a  manner  which  would 
redound  to  the  honour  of  parliament,  (0  the  credit  of  tbe 
government,  and  to  the  peace  and  satisfaction  of  their  own 
minds.  Nothing  could  more  clearly  show  the  progress 
which  the  question  of  education  had  made  than  the  debate 
on  the  subject  this  session,  which  drew  together  all  the 
peers  of  the  realm,  and  which  attracted  as  large  a  Dum¬ 
ber  of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Commons  and  of  their 
countrymen  as  they  admitted  to  witness  their  proceedings. 
The  man  who,  thirty  years  ago,  should  have  predicted 
such  an  event,  would  have  been  treated  as  a  visionary. 
One  inference  which  he  drew  from  that  debate  was,  that 
their  lordships  would  abdicate  one  of  their  highest  privi¬ 
leges— eminent  as  Uieii  branch  of  the  IcgUlature  was  for 
dignity,  and  for  no  alight  weight  with  the  community — if 
they  were  longer  to  neglect  the  establishment,  on  sound, 
liberal,  moral,  and  religious  grounds,  of  the  education  of 
the  people.  It  Daturally  struck  himself,  too,  that  if  he 
were  to  bring  in  his  bill  session  after  session,  though  he 
might  be  convinced  of  the  aoundntss  of  the  piinciplei  on 
which  it  was  based,  and  of  tbe  adaptation  of  the  provisions 
to  obtain  the  object  which  be  had  in  view,  he  still  was 
coDviticcd  (hat  he  was  keeping  possession,  and  exclusive 
possession  of  the  subject— ihai  he  was  preventing  others 
from  lakina  it  up  who  would  come  to  tbe  woik  with  greater 
power,  with  forces  of  a  different  kind  to  back  them,  and 
with  more  weight  in  tbe  community  and  parliament  than 
be  could  pretend  te.  He  thought  that  by  withdrawing  his 
bill,  and  providing  such  a  substitute  as  he  had  referred 
to,  he  should  do  this  great  subject  tbe  beat  service  in  his 
power.  The  learned  lord  then  proceeded  to  say  that  he  had 
stated  one  ioforence  which  he  drew  from  (he  memorable  de¬ 
bate  of  that  seaaioo.  There  was  another,  not  so  entirely  satis¬ 
factory,  and  it  was  thia,  that  in  England  (be  spoke  not  of 
Scotland  and  Ireland),  however  anxious  they  might  be  to 
ace  a  change,  the  necesaity  and  importance  of  which  was 
admitted  by  all,  and  however  urgently  they  might  all 
press  forward  to  effect  it,  an  univeisal  national  system  of 
educatiou  was  utterly  unattainable,  if  (he  church  of  Eng¬ 
land  was  excluded  (lom  its  superintendence.  He  went 
farther,  and  said  (hat  such  a  plan  could  not  be  adopted 
unless  a  pieferenre  was  shown  in  tome  material  respects 
to  that  church  by  law  established  :  the  whole  frame  of  our 
civil  and  ecclesiastical  ixilitv  (whether  rightly  or  wrongly 
lie  cared  not)  being  Miundea  on  such  an  assumptien. 
This  opinion  was  not  suggested  for  the  first  time  ^  the 
debate  tome  time  back.  He  had  laid  it  down  in  the  com¬ 
mittee  of  1B19.  He  embodied  it  in  the  bill  of  1820 ;  nod 
no  sooner  had  he  given  the  power  to  the  pariah  miMstcr 
to  pnt  bio  veto  upon  the  acbooimaator  if  bo  chose,  ibno 
Ilia  worthy  nod  oateemed  friends  the  disaonlera  took  the

**Tha  Buffet  to  which  he  alluded  was  the  attack  upon  tho 
Reform  Bill  made  by  hie  noble  and  learned  friend,  at  the 
same  time  with  the  attack  made  on  hia  noble  friend  behind 
him.  They  were  nartnera  together  in  the  attack  of  his  noble 
and  learned  fricniJ.  Now,  aothing  could  be  more  unfair  to 
the  Reform  BUI,  or  lest  juat  and  candid  as  a  view  of  tlia  con¬ 
st  itutinn  of  Parliament,  as  amended  and  existing  under  that 
great  national  meaenre  of  public  improvement,  than  the  view 
taken  by  hie  noble  and  learned  friend,  a  view  which  showed 
the  veliement  prejudices  under  whicii  he  had  ever  regarded 
that  measure— which  showed  prejudices  he  thought,  wholly 
unworthy  of  his  noble  and  learned  friend’s  poweifui,  saga¬ 
cious  and  generally  enlightened  understanding.  He  (Lord 
Brougham)  first  denied  that  reform  was  a  cona^uence  of 
any  agitation,  or  that  any  agitation  was  set  agoing  by  the 
government  of  that  day.  lie  knew  that  there  was  no  such 
attempt  made  by  that  guvernroent.  He  spoke  not  more  for 
himself  than  for  his  noble  friend,  then  at  the  head  of  the 
Home  Deimrtment,  and  who  had,  more  than  any  of  hia  col¬ 
leagues,  the  restHmsihilily  of  the  public  |>eace  resting  on  his 
shoulders.  He  knew  that  if  there  was  a  man  in  the  govern¬ 
ment  who,  more  tiian  another,  objected  to  any  schema  of 
popular  excitement  or  agitation,  it  was  hia  noble  friand.  He 
knew  this,  and  he.(L.ord  Brougham)  joinetl  him  in  that  house 
in  endeavouring  to  put  down  the  notion  that  some  of  those 
popular  proceedings  could  be  even  lawful.  When  his  noble 
and  learned  and  nighly.respectrd  friend,  the  l.K)rd  Chief 
Justice  of  the  King’s  Bench,  called  on  him  to  say  whether 
they  were  lawful  or  not,  he  pave  a  clear  opinion  that  they 
were  contrary  to  the  law.  ( Hear,  hear,  from  Lord  Lynd- 
horst.)  Kverythinp  had  been  done  to  |Mit  down  what  ware 
called  popular  pnrceedings  in  a  bad  sense  of  the  word, 
namely,  such  popular  proceedinpa  us  endangered  the  peace  of 
the  country.” 

Th;  noble  and  learned  lord  subsequently  travelled  over 
the  events  of  the  session,  and  described  the  disappointment 
of  all  cluskea  of  reformers  at  the  jiolicy  adopted  by  the 
Whigs.

As  unsparing  were  his  lordship’s  comments  on  the 
noble  and  learned  lord’s  deceptive  account  of  the  legal  bills : 

“  With  respect  to  the  hills  for  the  better  administration  of 
justice.  The  noble  and  learned  lord  draws  a  very  striking 
picture  of  the  evils  that  arise  from  delay,  and  he  has  said 
that  he  conceived  that  a  sort  of  pledge  was  given  that  those 
measures  should  be  proceeded  with  during  the  present 
session.  It  was  im^mssible  to  proceed  with  that  measure 
consistently  with  the  transaction  of  public  business;  and  the 
noble  and  learned  lord  must  allow  me  to  remind  him  that  if 
he  had  been  in  the  same  mind  two  or  three  years  ago,  when 
a  bill  was  introduced  for  the  very  purpose  of  remedying 
these  delays  in  the  Court  of  Ciiancery— if  then  the  noble 
and  learned  lord  had  been  so  much  struck  with  the  great 
evil  of  delay — if  he  was  so  much  struck  with  the  absttiute 
necessi^  and  urgency  of  applying  a  remedy — the  opportunity 
then  offered  of  doing  so,  and  why  did  not  the  noble  and 
learned  loid  accept  that  opportunity  ?  I  can  recollect  tliat 
the  noble  and  learned  lord  was  the  leader  of  the  house  who 
at  that  time  rejected  the  bill  upon  its  second  reading.

Xrw  Writs. — A  new  writ  was  ordered  for  the  elrction 
of  a  member  to  serve  in  parliament  for  the  borough  of 
Cambridge  in  the  room  of  Mr  S.  Hice,  who  since  his 
election  has  accepted  the  office  of  steward  of  the  chiltern 
hundreds  ;  also  for  the  election  of  a  member  to  serve  in 
Pdrliament  for  the  city  of  Waterford,  in  the  room  of  Mr 
Wyse,  who  has  accepted  the  office  of  one  of  the  commis- 
lioners  for  executing  the  office  of  lord  high  treasurer. 

WrsT  Indian  Mails. — Mr  Warburton  alluded  to  the 
agreement  made  by  the  Admiralty  for  the  conveyance  of 
the  mails  to  the  West  Indies  and  America  by  steam-ships. 
While  he  thought  the  government  were  entitled  to  thanks 
for  the  change,  he  thought  they  had  made  a  blind  bargain 
in  agreeing  to  pay  so  much  as  240,0001.  a  year  for  ten 
years. 

“  The  moment,”  he  said,  «  (hat  these  steam  ships  were  I 
rendy,  and  a  steady  intercourse  betweeil  Europe  and 
Ameiica  wa.s  established  for  the  carrying  of  the  mails, 
all  passengers  from  Europe  would  go  by  them,  by  which 
means  a  complete  monopoly  of  carriage  would  be  created, 
and  all  rom|)etitors  would  m  thrown  out  of  the  trade,  to  (he 
great  advantage  of  those  who  were  to  furaish  these  stearo- 
khips  bv  agreement  with  the  government.  Had  that  result 
cDtererf  into  the  calculations  of  the  Admiralty  ?  No  person 
could  tell  whether  100,OOU1.  a-year  might  not  be  lost  by  the 
contract.  It  was  quite  a  blind  bargain.  He  had  been  told 
that  the  parties  who  had  made  the  Nova  Scotia  contract  had 
already  been  offeied  a  profit  of  20,0001.  or  30,0001.  for  thejr 
bargain.  The  contract  ought  to  have  been  made  hy  public 
eonipetition,  and  parliament  should  have  had  a  fuR  eppor- 
tanily  of  previous  discussion.” 

—In  the  discussion  which  followed,  Mr  C.  Wood  stated 
that  with  res|)ec(  (o  the  Nova  Scotia  contract,  it  had  been 
put  up  to  nublie  competition,  and  government  had  afur- 
vardi  made  an  arrangement  by  private  contract  on  terms 
far  superior  to  any  of  the  tenders.  — Mr  Hawes  stated 
that  the  company  that  built  the  Great  Western  were  about 
to  build  another  of  considerably  increased  sire  of  iron, 
»hich  would  considerably  diminish  the  expenses  of  her 
osvigatiou. — Captain  Holdero  contended  that  govern¬ 
ment  had  made  a  beneficial  arrangement  for  the  public. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Mr  Wxrburtom,  Mr 
Wood  stated  that  government  had  made  no  provision 
for  the  rate  of  charge  to  be  paid  by  passengers.

Language  never  heard  of  in  the  mouths  of  the  strongest 
refbiiiiers,  of  tho^e  mn.st  adverse  to  the  Whigs,  until  the 
celebrated  7th  of  last  May.” 

These  were  the  things,  I^ord  Brougham  concluded, 
which  blighted  the  fruits  of  the  reform  bill. 

“  Why  was  the  fruit  lutd  ?  It  was  not  tho  fault  of  the 
seed  that  was  Eown,  or  of  the  plant  that  was  reared.  It 
was  not  the  fault  of  tho  soil — the  |)eople  of  England— in 
wliote  iiearts  it  was  planted,  and  in  whose  liearts  it  nourished 
to  (his  day ;  hut  it  was  the  fault  of  those  who  hud  charge  of 
the  garden  in  which  it  grew — of  the  government,  on  wnose 
cure  and  culture  it  depended,  hut  who  hud  stricken  it  with 
sterility,  stunted  its  growth,  destroyed  the  hlossoiu  as  soon 
as  it  began  to  hud — to  cheer  the  eye,  to  charm  the  sense, 
and  to  make  flagrant  the  air,  and  who  had  prevented  it  from 
contributing  to  the  eomfo^t,  satisfartion,  und  contentment 
of  the  good  people  of  this  country,  for  whose  use  ii  was 
planted,  and  whose  gratitude  to  those  who  planted  it  conti¬ 
nues  to  this  da)’.  No  man  ever  supposed  that  the  Reform 
Bill  could  work  its  ends  with  a  government  incapable  of 
doing  the  business  of  Parliament.  A  macliine  being  set  in 
motion  cannot  work  without  a  governor,  a  director,  without 
safety  valves,  and  without  tire  to  tmil  water  and  make  steam. 
^'F.ven  a  machine,  however,  may  go  on  for  a  time  without  in¬ 
terposition  or  help.  But  here  was  a  bill,  of  which  the 
machinery  was  to  tie  worked  and  siiiierintended  at  every  turn 
by  men.  What  |x>ssible  hope  could  there  be  of  its  working 
siiccessfully  when  they  found  it  in  the  hands  of  men  who 
I  had  been  descrilMul— he  thought  justly  described— as  utterly 
imbecile  and  inca|)able  of  doing  tlie  business  of  ^larliciraent  (* 

:  How  could  the  reform  bill  be  justly  blamed  tor  Umt  which 
I  was  owing  to  an  inefficient  government.” 

It  will  not  be  necessary  to  give  more  (with  what  is  re¬ 
ferred  to  elsewhere)  than  one  or  two  brief  passages  from 
the  speech  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington 

‘‘The  noble  viscount,  he  said,  in  expressing  hia  opiaion 
)  that  tho  noble  and  learned  lord’s  object  was  to  lower  the 
government  in  public  opinion,  had  gone  on  to  assure  the 
noble  and  learned  lonl  that  happen  « hat  might,  there  was 
no  chance  of  the  noble  and  learned  lord  and  his  friends, 
meaning  himself  (the  Duke  of  Wellington)  and  qtiiers, 
rising  in  public  opinion,  or  having  it  in  their  power  to  carry 
on  the  government  of  the  country.  There  was,  of  course, 
no  belter  judge  on  thia  point  than  the  noble  viscount.  8oha 
(the  Duke  of  Widington)  should  consider  this  matter  as 
entirely  settled  (a  laugh).  He  could  assure  the  noble  vis¬ 
count  that  for  hia  own  part  all  that  he  desired  now,  or  kail 
for  some  years  desired,  was  to  see  a  governniagt  ia  ijm- 
country  (near,  hear).  That  was  what  ha  ffc^irfd- 
desired  to  see  the  country  governed ;  he  widtt|0'  kccOlid 
see  that.  ( Hear,  bear).’*  f  •  ' 

Among  the  measures  hinted  at  by  the  noMpda^  (Im 
the  uses  of  such  a  government,  were  the  foUowaiil  > 

“  The  noMe  viscoant  might  depend  upon  it  tiy  ’ 

gOYMOBsaat  could  iaduca  the  Parliaoeoi  lo 
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with  powert  for  the  porpoee,  they  could  not  e^re  the  peece 
of thecouatry.  The  nilhary  eeUbtishnientt  in  this  c^ntry 
were  not  now  kept  np  to  nenrly  the  proper  pit»<^»oo  or 
ninoant  of  force  that  wne  reqoierte.  He  beliered  that  eren 
in  the  dietorbed  dietricta  they  had  not  eatnbliahii^ta  equal 
to  what  were  formerly  the  ordinary  pence  eaUWiahmenU  of 
the  country.  A  re^rd  to  this  was  necessary,  the  peace 
of  the  country  was  to  be  maintained.  They  should  also  look 
for  a  doe  execution  of  the  law,  and  that  those  that 
tried,  and  conricted,  and  sentenced  for  punishment,  Id 
not  rashly  be  allowed  to  escape ;  and  also  as  refi^anM  the 
sort  of  persons  connected  with  these  combinations,  who  had 
iaotinted  those  parties  who  had  committed  these  distur- 
faMces.  The  noble  riscoont  should  hare  censorw  t^e 
who  had  caused  this  sUte  of  things,  and  not  hare  mdolred 
in  the  observations  which  ho  did  with  resp^  to  namely 
measures  which  had  been  rgected  bv  a  nameless  opposit^ 
in  that  house,  and  which  measures  they  were  for 

the  redress  of  the  jfrierances  of  the  people. 

Lord  Normanby’s  speech  was  a  short  but  extremely 
effective  exposure  of  the  splenetic  fallacies  and  absurdities 
of  Lord  Brongham.  This  passage  will  serve  as  a  good 
sample^of  the  whole:— 

“The  noble  and  learned  lord  had  dwelt  on  the  want  of 
oonffdence  in  the  government  that  existed  on  the  part  of  the 
legislature  and  the  people.  If  such  a  state  of  things  existed, 
Jt  was  very  extraoroinary  that  the  noble  and  learned  lord 
abould  have  reserved  bis  declaration  and  speech  on  the  sulv 
iect  until  nearly  the  last  day  of  the  session,  instead  of  intro¬ 
ducing  it  when  there  was  a  fuller  attendance,  and  when  many 
noble  lords  were  present  who  were  accustomed  to  take  part 
in  the  debates  in  that  house.  If  there  was  such  a  strong 
feeling  in  the  country  against  the  government,  and  if  there 
was  such  an  entire  want  of  conBuence  in  them,  and  satis¬ 
faction  at  their  measures,  it  was  not  a  little  extraordinary 
that  there  appeared  to  be  an  equal  or  even  a  less  want  of 
cooBdence  in  tne  opposite  body.  If  such  was  the  opinion  of 
the  country,  it  was  extraordinary  that  the  opposition  in  the 
House  of  Commons  did  not  bring  matters  to  a  trial  as  to  the 
mode  in  which  the  government  of  the  country  should  be 
carried  on.  f  Hear,  hear).  If  such  was  the  want  of  confidence 
in  them  on  the  part  of  the  country,  why  did  they  not  at  once 
try  their  strength  on  this  point  ?  The  noble  and  learned  lord 
on  this  side  of  the  House  (Lord  Brougham)  as  well  as  the 
noble  and  learned  lord  opposite,  had  used  soma  very  hard 
words  as  to  the  legislative  proceeding  of  the  other  house. 
The  noble  and  learned  lord  near  him  dso  brought  the  charge, 
and  it  certainly  did  appear  a  little  extraordinary,  against  his 
noble  friend  in  having  altered  and  changed  the  principle  of 
government  on  which  bis  noble  friend  came  into  office.  To  a 
charge  of  this  kind  he  could  only  give  a  direct  and  positive 
deuiaL  He  was  not  aware  that  his  noble  friend,  or  his  other 
<^V*"*i**—  tn  the  government,  had  manifested  any  Change  of 
opinion,  or  nsed  indicative  of  an  intention  to  resist 


opinion,  or  nsed  indicativa  of  an  intention  to  resist 

any  measures  of  refonn  whicii  formerly  supported. 

It  was  to  the  principle  of  progressive  ren..-  ,h„t  noble 
friend  pledged  himself  when  he  formed  his  admiu'.^..i,l^inn^ 
and  to  that  he  knew  that  his  noble  friend  was  determined  to 
adhere.  The  noble  and  learned  lord  had  also  used  some 
harsh  words  as  to  some  olrser rations  that  had  fallen  from  a 
noble  friend  of  his  (Viscount  Howick)  in  the  other  house  on 
the  snivel  of  the  ballot.  It  had  been  already  stated  on 
autbority  in  that  house,  and  his  noble  friead  had  spoken  else¬ 
where  for  himself,  and  declared  that  what  he  then  expressed 
was  bis  own  individual  feeling,  and  that  he  believed  that  by 
adopliag  the  ballot  as  an  open  station,  the  chances  of  carry¬ 
ing  it  would  be  diminish^.  This  was  not  the  opinion  of 
others  of  his  colleagues,  and,  for  his  own  part,  he  wholly 
differed  from  it.** 


FOREIGN  NEWS. 

Hanover,  .\ugi'st  19. — The  proceedings  against  the 
magistrates  are  so  far  advanced,  or  rather  closed,  that  the 
documents  have  been  transmitted  from  the  tribunal  at 
Hanover  to  that  at  Osnaburg,  to  be  examined  by  Dr 
Have,  w  hom  the  magistrates  have  chosen  for  their  counsel. 
He  has  been  called  upon  to  inspect  them  after  the  15th, 
to  bring  forward  the  defence  in  a  fortnight.  Accounts 
have  lately  been  received  several  times  from  Frankfort ; 
they  are  said  to  relate  partly  to  the  latest  addresses  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Diet,  particularly  to  that  of  the  city  of 
Hanover,  which  was  distributed  on  the  13th  among  the 
roerobera  of  the  Diet.  The  accounts  are  said  not  to  be 
conformable  to  the  wishes  of  the  friends  of  the  Consti¬ 
tution. 

Hanover.  Avovst  22. — Both  the  second  address  of 
the  city  of  Hanover  to  the  German  Diet  and  that  of  the 
provincial  Estates  of  Hadein  have  been  rejected.  This 
event  has  caused  a  very  great  sensation  here.  The  pro¬ 
spect  of  s  termination  oi  our  ditferencea  by  the  highest 
authority  is  then  at  an  end.  >Vill  the  Committee  of  Mq^ 
diation  give  the  country  tranquillity  and  order  !  This  is 
not  the  general  opinion,  and  it  is  even  probable  that  some 
inembera  of  the  committee  do  not  partake  in  it.  'I'he  sit¬ 
tings  have  commenced,  and  it  is  said  they  were  opened  by 
hit  Majesty  in  person  with  a  speech. 

From  Madrid  journals  and  letters  of  the  19th  ult  we  learn 
that  it  was  again  reported  that  M.  Ximenes  (Minister  of 
Finance)  would  alone  retire  from  the  cabinet.  He  was, 
favourably  disposed  towards  the  Kaaltados,  and  had  re- 
aueated  the  Queen  Recent  to  authorize  him  and  General 
Alaix  to  form  an  administration,  in  which  M.  Antonio 
Gonxalet  and  his  political  friends  should  be  admitted. 
Her  Majesty  replieii,  that  if  a  change  in  the  Ministry 
took  place,  it  should  be  general,  and  not  partial.  M. 
Ximenes  then  tendered  bis  resignation  to  the  Queen,  who 
bad  not,  however,  officially  accepted  it. 

The  Guxr/fe  published  in  a  supplement,  on  the  18lh 
nlu.  General  O'Dooneira  bulletin  of  the  capture  of  the 
C^Ue  and  Fort  of  Tales  ou  the  lltb.  He  announces 
piriaon,  together  with  the  artillery,  and  the  de-

to  coromesce  the  operations  of  the  siege.  The  reports  of 
the  affairs  of  Villareal  and  Tales  had  given  some  confi¬ 
dence  to  speculators.  Much  business  was  consequently 
transacted  on  the  Bourse. 

Private  letters  from  Bayonne  of  the  23d  ult.  bring  ac¬ 
counts  from  Tolosa  of  the  19th.  Don  Carlos  had  met,  at 
Villareal  <le  Zumarraga,  General  Maroto,  who  was  march¬ 
ing  at  the  head  of  four  battalions  of  infantry,  three  squa¬ 
drons  of  cavalry,  and  a  battery  of  artillery,  to  put  down 
the  insurrection  at  Vera.  However,  after  consulting  the 
Prince,  he  fell  back  on  his  former  position.  The  two 
officers  deputed  to  Don  Carlos  by  the  revolters  leftTolosa 
on  the  I9ih.  The  insurrection  was  considered  at  an  end 
on  the  frontiers,  from  the  circumstance  of  five  officers  of 
the  5th  battalion  of  Navarre  having  sought  refuge  in 
France.  General  Elio  had  marched  to  protect  the  valley 
of  La  Solana  against  General  Diego  Leon,  who  had  set 
fire  to  Dicastillo,  and  menaced  with  the  same  fate  Arzenz, 
Alio,  Arelleno,  Ciraugui,  Manera,  &c. 

By  the  information  which  the  French  telegraph  affords 
us  from  Bayonne  of  the  25th  ult,  it  appears  that  the  anti- 
Marotists  have  still  hopes  of  keeping  the  standard  of 
Carlos,  as  absolute  King,  floating  in  Navarre.  When  re¬ 
lieved  from  the  presence  and  check  of  Elio,  they  marched 
south  from  Vera  upon  St  Estaban,  and  later  into  the 
valley  of  the  Ulzama,  in  the  hope  of  rallying  the  Nsvar- 
rese.  Their  ho|)e  is  evidently  vain.  The  population  is 
worn  out  and  wearied.  The  army  of  Guipuscoa  have 
evidently  deserted  Carlos  and  his  cause  for  Maroto  and 
transaccion.  The  Carlist  valleys  of  Navarre  could  not 
oppose  these,  nor  afford  Don  Carlos  more  than  some  hun¬ 
dreds  of  men. 

By  the  last  accounts  from  Spain,  it  appears  that  the 
case  of  Don  Carlos  is  every  hour  becoming  more  critical. 
Espartero  is  pressing  him  hard,  and  it  was  believed 
would  speedily  compel  him  to  throw  himself  into  the 
Amcscoas,  or  upon  the  French  frontier. 

New  York  papers  to  the  8th  ult.  have  been  received. 
Montreal,  Quebec,  and  Toronto  papers  to  late  dates  have 
also  been  received.  The  news  from  Canada  is  not  im¬ 
portant.  A  party  of  armed  brigands,  who  were  about  to 
make  an  attack  on  Coburg,  had  been  surprised  before  they 
had  carried  their  design  into  execution.  Six  were  taken 
prisoners,  and  the  remainder  dispersed. 

The  Smyrna  journals  of  the  4th  and  9th  ult.  contain 
intelligence  from  Constantinople  to  the  7th  inclusive. 
The  Sultan  continued  to  visit  the  principal  mosques  and 
establishments  of  public  utility  in  his  capital,  and  appeared 
to  enjoy  excellent  health.  Affairs  had  assumed  a  different 
aspect  in  the  Turkish  capital  since  the  notification  made 
*o  the  Porte  by  the  Ambassadors  of  the  Five  Great  Powers, 
that  Sovereigns  were  determined  on  s-ttling  the 
Eastern  quesvloQ  in  jhe  interest  of  the  peace  of  Europe, 
and  for  the  preservation  of  the  Ottoman  Empire.  1  he 
Smjfrna  Journal  contains  |he  following  account  of  the 
fleets  : — “  The  British  squadron  reached  Tenedos  on  the 
4th,  and  proceeded  on  the  6lh  to  Hescica  Bay.  It  con¬ 
sisted  of  nine  ships  ot  the*  line  «ud  a  frigate.  .“Vdiniral 
Lalande,  with  five  ships  of  the  line,  continued  to  occupy 
the  same  position  on  the  coast  of  Troy.  Four  other  Eng¬ 
lish  and  French  ships  weie  expected  to  reinforce  the 
squadron.  'I'he  Austrianfrigate  Afcdca,  carryingtheflagof 
Commodore  Bandeira,  and  a  schooner  of  the  same  nation 
(the  Arci/iusa),  arrived  at  Smyrna  on  the  6th,  with  the 
brig  rencto,  which  put  to  sea  on  the  7th.  Tfie  English 
brig  Zebra,  Captain  Stopford,  son  of  the  Admiral,  arrived 
at  Smyrna  on  the  5th,  to  replace  on  the  station  the  cor¬ 
vette  Hazard,  which  left  it  on  the  Bth.  The  Russian 
schooner  HirondelU,  and  the  Sardinian  corvette  Aurora, 
were  also  in  Smyrna.  The  Echo  de  VOrient  adds,  that 
the  English  fleet  was  expecting  the  Implacable,  and  that, 
while  waiting  for  events,  the  two  Admirals  and  their 
officers  were  feasting  each  other,  and  enjoying  themselves 
on  the  coast  of  'J  roy.  'flie  direct  advices  from  Syria, 
brought  by  the  Austrian  steamer  Seri  Pervat,  were  dated 
He} rout,  the  28th  ult.  Ibrahim  Pacha  still  occupied  Ma- 
rasch,  and  Hafiz  Pacha  was  at  Malatia  with  10,000  or 
12,01)0  men. 

'fhe  following  is  a  translation  of  the  “collective  note” 
addressed  to  the  Porte  on  the  28th  July  by  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Five  Powers : _ 

“  The  undersigned  hsve  received  this  morning  instructions 
frorn  their  respective  governments,  in  virtue  of  which  they 
hsve  the  honour  to  inform  the  Sublime  Porte  that  agreement 

the  Eastern  question  is  insured  between  the  Five  Great 
Powers,  and  to  invite  it  to  suspend  any  definite  determination 
without  their  concurrence,  awaiting  the  result  of  the  interest 
which  these  Powers  feel  for  the  Porte.

The  Augiburg  Gazette  publishes  a  letter  from  Alexan¬ 
dria,  dated  the  27th  July,  which  states  that  “  the  English 
had  contracted  a  treaty,  offensive  and  defensive,  with  the 
Imaum  of  Muscat,  as  a  security  against  attack  from  Me- 
hemet  All.”  From  other  passages  in  the  same  letter  it 
would  appear  that  the  Viceroy  was  not  idly  awaiting  the 
fiat  of  the  Five  Powers.  He  was  eorolliog  new  troops  in 
the  Desert,  and  embarking  daily  new  corps  of  Bedouins 
for  Syria.  He  had  even  sent  emissaries  to  'I'ripoli,  to  anrol 
oth^s  in  his  service.  The  Semaphore  of  Mareeillee  of  the 
22d  ult.  announces  that  Redschid  Pacha  embarked  the 
day  before,  in  the  Setoetris  steamer,  for  Constantinople.

The  Gazette  Piemontese  of  the  20th  ult  announces 
that  at  half-past  nine  o’clock  on  the  morning  of  the  9th 
Brescia  was  visited  by  a  violent  shock  of  an  earthquake, 
which  affrighted  the  whole  city.  A  multitude  of  ^ople 
who  had  assembled  in  the  church  Dei  Miracoli,  before*^  a 
revered  image  of  the  Virgin,  for  the  purpose  of  soliciting, 
through  her  intercession,  the  cessation  of  the  drought 
which  afflicted  the  adjoining  country,  suddenly  rushed 
towards  the  gate  of  the  church.  Several  persons  who 
fell  in  the  flight  were  trodden  under  foot  and  severely  in¬ 
jured. 

The  Ranger  packet  has  arrived  with  mails  from  the 
West  Indies.  We  learn  that  the  weather  was  everywhere 
favourable,  and  the  prospects  of  the  planters  good,  wher¬ 
ever  (hey  could  command  a  proper  supply  of  labour.  At 
Trinidad  many  of  the  negroes  were  returning  cheerfully 
to  their  duty,  and  accepting  the  old  scale  of  wages.

the  blessing  of  freedom  has  been  grievously  abused,  agri¬ 
culture  is  *  retrograding  instead  of  advancing.”  At 
Jamaica  t lie  estate  of  Busliy  Park  was  fired  by  an  old 
negro,  who  wat  detected  41  the  act,  and  committed  for 
trial.  There  did  not  appear  to  be  any  general  conspiracy, 
but  the  other  labourers  showed  great  indiflerence  wkiile 
the  property  of  their  employers  was  destroyed. 

Greece. — Some  time  since  a  letter  was  printed  in  the 
Morning  Chronicle,  in  which  (says  the  correspoodeoC of 
that  paper),  **  for  the  first  time,  the  question  of  King 
Otho’s  intellects  was  fairly  brought  before  the  pubNc; 
when  there  was  a  general  outcry  raised  by  the  Engikh 
and  French  legitimist  newspapers,  at  the  daring  saas-ea- 
lottism  of  supposing  a  King,  placed  on  the  throne  '  by 
the  grace  of  God,*  to  be  actually  an  idiot.**  Mr  Strosg, 
the  Bavarian  Consul,  was  authorised  to  deny  the  existence 
of  ih«  certificate,  which  he  did  in  a  letter  to  the  Times, 
and  which  ih«>  correspondent  of  the  Chronicle  instantly 
replied  to,  by  giving  a  list  of  the  persons  who  signed  that 
document.  On  this,  we  learn  that  the  Steele  and  Mr- 
nerta  newspapers  launched  out  on  the  subject,  and  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  allow  of  no  possibility  of  its  being 
supposed  that  the  Greeks  were  ignorant  of  what  had  been 
going  on,  “  The  Siicle  (continues  the  Chronicle  corres¬ 
pondent,  writing  from  Athens,  July  28)  was  placed  on 
the  Queen’s  dressing-table  on  Sunday  evening.

BRITISH  ASSOCIATION 

for  THB  advancement  of  .-CIENCE. 

Bia«r»<iMAii,  Tuesday. — The  first  general  meeting  of 
members  was  held  this  evening,  at  the  magnificent 
and  capacious  Town  hall.  The  Kev.  W.  V.  ilarcourt, 
Vjwdc^  in  the  chair.  The  Marquis  of  Northampton 
Jid  Eari  Dartmouth,  the  two  vice-presidents,  took  t  le 
,  lair  soon  after  eight  o’clock.  Tlie  president  o,)ened  the 
-,^iDgs  with  an  elegant  address. 

'  SscTioJ*  C.— Geoloov  and  Geooraphy.— a  commu- 
Btration  was  read  from  the  Bradford  Philosophical  So- 
Mty  on  the  importance  of  establishing  local  museums, 
where  might  be  preserved  the  productsof  the  immediate  vi> 
cioity.  Dr  BncViand  next  exhibited  and  described  the  last 
pirt  of  the  splendid  work  of  M.  Assassiz  on  fossil  fishes. 
Without  the  aid  of  the  British  Association,  and  the  liberal 
contributions  of  its  members,  this  national  work  would  ne¬ 
ver  have  been  carried  into  effect.  This  author  was  the 
frit  who  had  formed  a  classification  on  external,  and  not 
iuteroal  appearances,  and  his  researches  carried  him  fui- 
Hmt  back  into  the  early  world  than  ever  Cuvier,  as  the 
ebjects  of  bis  inquiry  were  found  iu  lower  strata. 

TursoAY, — The  first  paper  read  was  a  memoir  from 
Dr  Ure,  on  the  elastic  force  and  density  of  steam,  which 
he  hid  undertaken  at  the  request  of  the  association.

with  respect  to  the  quantity  of  water  lost  in  drying  and 
iheefiectof  steaming  wood.  — 3.  A  communication  was 
next  made  from  Mr  Fairbairn  on  his  experiments  on  the 
tension  of  iron  which  were  in  progress.  In  all  the  bars

‘bMa  proved  by  the  efforts  made  upon  the  subject ;  but  as 
yttf  idthough  nearly  thirty  patents  had  been  taken  out  on 
the  subject,  none  had  beeu  successful.  In  this  machine 
the  eUy  was  carried  under  the  rollers  in  a  compressed 
stale,  as  an  endless  web,  and  was  cut  into  proportionate 
shapes,  which  had  but  to  be  carried  away  to  be  baked. 
One  revolution  of  the  machine,  which  took  one  minute, 
produced  thirty  bricks,  and  one  man  and  two  boys  were 
sble  to  produce  30,000  bricks  in  a  working  day. 

Section  F.— Statistics.— -Mr  Rawsoo  read  a  docu¬ 
ment,  entitled  an  Inquiry  into  the  Criminal  Statistics  of 
England  and  Wales.  The  average  number  of  persons 
committed  or  bailed  to  take  tlieir  trial  before  the  quarter 
seesions,  assizes,  and  local  courts,  held  in  England  and 
Wales  during  the  last  five  years,  was  22,174.  i'he  varia- 
tioa  between  the  highest  and  lowest  annual  numbers  dur¬ 
ing  the  period  was  14^.  There  was  a  considerable  de¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  commitments  in  1825  and  1826 
compared  with  1834,  amounting  in  the  average  of  these 
two  years  to  8  per  cent;  while  in  1837  and  1838  there 
was  an  average  increase  of  4  per  cent,  compared  with  the 
iaiermediate  years ;  but  it  was  worthy  of  remark  that, 
tkis  variation  was  only  different  in  the  two  sexes.  The 
in  1835  and  1836  occurred  entirely  amongst  the 
*»»le  sex,  for  the  number  of  female  committals  slightly  in- 
cms<d,aDd  the  increase  in  1837  and  1838  was  more  than 
foor  times  as  great  among  the  females  as  the  males.

Wednesday. — Resistance  on  Railways. —  Dr  Lard- 
ner  communicated  the  results  of  the  inquiry  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  appointed  at  Liverpool  on  railway  constants,  and 
whose  attention  had  latterly  been  devoted  to  the  important 
subject  of  resistance  to  trains  when  in  motion.  1  he  ex- 
ptniuents  which  he  related  had  been  performed  on  the 
Grand  Junction  and  l.iverpool  and  Manchester  lines, 
riie  first  experiments  were  directed  to  ascertain  the  amount 
of  resistance  on  the  aggregate,  whicli  presented  conside¬ 
rable  didiculties,  as  no  common  or  instrumental  m^v-'es  ol 
ubtervation  were  applicable.  After  inuci‘  consideration, 
it  was  ascertained  that  the  only  of  determining  the 
point  could  be  by  pbserving  the  motions  of  the  trains  down 
an  inclined  plane, ^  and’by  calcutating  the  difference  be¬ 
tween  where  the  carriages  were,  and  where  they  should 
have  been  at  any  preci«»  I'lm*/'  Upon  this  principle  several 
confirmatory  experiments  were  made,  and  there  was  an 
uniform  tendency  observed  in  the  trains  to  retard,  showing 
a  great  quantity  of  resistance  at  a  high  velocity.  I'hey 
obtained  the  singular  and  striking  fact  that  the  amount 
ai^ainst  which  they  had  to  contend  was  l-97th  of  the  whole 
w°eiglit  instead  of  l-250th  or  1  300th.  as  had  been  pre¬ 
viously  supposed.  It  was  satisfactorily  ascertained  that  a 
great  portion  of  this  resistance  was  owing  to  the  atmos¬ 
phere,  as  the  amount  of  speed,  when  the  carriages  were  left 
to  their  own  momentum,  was  singularly  dependent  on  the 
influence  of  fair,  adverse,  and  side  winds  and  calm  weather. 
The  experiments  also  showed  that  a  great  deal  of  this  re¬ 
sistance  was  owing  to  the  wheels  acting  as  fanners,  and 
hence  the  utility  of  small  wheel.*  was  proved  over  large 
ones. 

Section  B. — CiitMisrnv  and  MivEitALouv. — The  pa¬ 
pers  read  were : — 1.  Dr  George  Wilson,  on  the  certain 
existence  of  haloid  salts  in  solution.  After  a  number  of 
experiments  which  he  had  performed  at  Edinburgh,  he 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  instead  of  the  Ter-chlonde  of 
gold  becoming  a  muriate  of  the  oxide  of  gold  when  dis¬ 
solved  it  remains  in  the  state  of  a  chloride,  and  the  same 
pervades  every  other  metal  of  the  same  class.  “~2.  Dr 
Brown  read  a  paper  on  the  crystallization  of  metallic  carbu  - 
retsjthe  object  of  which. was  to  lay  down  a  new  formula  of  the 
maxim  of  crysullizatibn,  viz. ,  that  when  tlie  particles  of  a  so¬ 
lid  body  are  slowly  evolved  from  the  decomposition  of  a  sub¬ 
stance  of  which  it  or  its  elements  are  chemical  constituents 
they  cohere  in  crystal,  and  this  independently  also  both 
of  the  fusion  or  solution  of  the  body  crystallized,  and  of 
the  presence  of  any  fluid  medium  of  molecular  motion 
whatsoever.  The  subject  of  the  author’s  experiments  were 
the  carburets  of  no  metal  in  particular.  In  their  amorphous 
form  they  are  dark  and  opaque,  and  not  easily  distin¬ 
guishable  from  charcoal.  He  concluded  with  slating,  that 
if  wood  be  charred  with  sufficient  care,  not  charcoal,  but 
the  diamond  would  be  obtained.— 3.  Dr  Clark,  on  the 
limits  of  chemical  equivalents,  in  which  he  adduced  a 
number  of  experimenu  and  arithmetical  results,  to  show 
that  the  equivalent  of  sulphur  is  the  only  round  number.

Mr  Oram  read  a  communication  on  the  economical  use 
of  small  coal,  which  was  a  matter  of  some  importance,  aa 
out  of  three  millions  of  tons  at  least  one  roillioo  was 
waste.  It  occurred  to  him,  that  such  might,  with  some 
tenacious  substance,  be  moulded  into  blocks ;  and  one 
advantage  which  he  had  obtained  in  hia  results  was,  that 
the  mixture  being  of  less  bulk,  was  very  applicable  for 
steam-vessels,  as  an  average  quantity  would  last  three 
months  over  that  of  common  coal  for  two. 

Professor  Lyall  made  some  very  interesting  remarks  on 
organic  remains  found  in  the  London  clay  aud  the  red 
crag  in  Suffolk.  Mammalia  were  often  found  in  great 
abundance  among  marine  animals,  and  in  the  London  clay, 
which  was  full  of  shells.  The  only  correct  test  we  had  of 
the  age  of  the  teeth  of  animals  was  by  comparing  their 
colour  with  those  of  the  marine  animals  amongst  which 
they  were  found.  Amongst  other  recent  discoveries  were 
teeth  of  the  marsupalia,  nearly  analogous  to  the  North 
.American  opossum.  Cuvier  had  also  discovered  the 
teeth  of  an  opossum  near  Paris,  and  others  found  by 
Mr  Fox  in  the  Isle  of  Wight.  Under  the  sand  of  the 
Lond«)n  clay  there  had  lately  been  discovered  the  lower 
jaw  of  a  monkey,  which  was  interesting  as  the  nearest 
specimen  to  the  human  race,  and  which  also  destroyed 
the  theory  of  the  progressive  development  of  organisation. 
The  tooth  of  the  monkey  was  recognised  as  authentic  by 
a  small  tubercle  upon  it. 

Thursday. — Section  A. — Mathematics  and  Physics. 
— On  Wednesday  the  first  paper  read  was  by  Mr  Follet 
Osier,  containing  the  result  ofa  series  of  investigations  on 
his  aneuomeier.  This  led  to  an  interesting  discussion  re¬ 
lative  to  the  singular  phenomena  attending  thunderstorms, 
riie  most  interesting  phenomenon  was  the  expansion  of 
clouds  before  a  storm,  and  the  rush  of  air,  with  a  large 
proportion  of  water,  into  their  opening;  the  extreme  cold¬ 
ness  occasioned  by  the  evaporation  in  the  descent  of  the 
water,  produced  hailstones. 

Si.crioN  E. — Midical  Scievcf. — The  papers  read 
were: — 1.  Dr  Thompson  on  alkaline  dyspepsia. — 2.  Mr 
Nasmyth  on  the  teeth  and  the  epithelium  of  the  mouth. — 
3.  Mr  Jeffreys  on  respiration. — 4.  Dr  Costello  on  cases 
of  stone  treated  by  litholrity. — 5.  !Mr  Hodgson  on  tying 
arteries,  and  certain  appearances  in  those  vessels.  These 
were  #11  purely  technical,  anfl,  with  the  exception  of  ib«i  of 
Dr  Thompson,  not  popularlv  i*»»ciesilog.  The  latter, 
however,  successfiiMy  csialrlished  indigestion  as  arising 
from  acid  •lEaiine  and  neutral  causes,  and  that  by  inju- 
(t4-<.ious  treatment  one  form  assumed  that  of  the  other. 

SrcrioN  1). — Zoology  and  Botany. — OnTuesdayMr 
Goodsir  read  a  paper  on  dentition  in  the  ruminants,  with 
remarks  on  that  process  in  the  other  orders  of  ruminants. 
—2.  Dr  Wilde  described  a  new  mode  fur  the  preparation 
of  fishes,  diff.-ring  in  some  respects  from  that  of  Mr  Lan- 
kester.  He  first  made  an  incisure  into  the  skin  by  the 
bead,  and  continued  it  parallel  with  the  dorsal  outline  to 
the  centre  of  the  tail.  An  incision  was  then  taade  in  the 
wider  side,  and  the  flesh  just  dissected  from  the  skin,  just 
preserving  the  thin  membrane  to  which  the  scales  adhered. 
This  portion  was  then  filled  with  cotton  and  mounted  on 
paper,  and  the  eyes  being  carefully  removed,  a  little  bit  of 
tinsel  was  put  at  the  back,  according  to  its  colour.— 
3.  Mr  Patterson  read  a  description  of  a  new  species  of 
Berve,  which  in  the  dark  presented  a  luminous  appear¬ 
ance.— 4.  Dr  Bellmgham  read  a  paper  on  some  raw  en- 
tozoa  found  in  Ireland  ;  and,  5,  Messrs  F'orbes  and 
Goodsir  read  a  report  on  British  Ciliograda. 

On  Wednesday  the  communications  read  were— 1.  Mr 
Felkins  on  the  acclimation  of  the  silkworm  in  England, 
giving  some  interesting  particulars  of  experimental  trials. 

Section  B.— Ciiemi»i  ry  and  Mineralogy.  —  Mr 
Lyon  Playfair  read  an  interesting  paper  on  a  new  acid, 
called  lodo-sulphuriu  acid,  which  he  obtained  by  distilling 
sulphate  of  lead  with  iodine.  The  iodine  supplies  the 
place  of  a  third  atom  of  oxygen  in  sulphuric  acio,  and  on 
account  of  the  discovery  of  this  acid  them  is  opened  to 
chemists  an  entire  new  class  of  acids. — 2.  Professor 
Shepherd,  of  the  United  States,  read  a  paper  on  meteoric 
stones,  the  only  novelty  in  which  consisted  in  the  dis¬ 
covery  of  silicere,  the  presence  of  which  had  never  been 
observed  before. — 3.  Professor  Schbnbein,  of  Basle,  read 
a  paper  on  the  theory  of  electrical  chemistry  aod  the  gal¬ 
vanization  of  metals.  He  proved  that 'metals  put  in  the 
electro-negative  state  had  no  affinity  for  oxygen,  and 
showed  that  when  two  pieces  of  iron  were  connected  with 
each  pole  of  a  galvanic  battery,  each  being  placed  in  sepa¬ 
rate  vessels  of  water,  an  action  took  place,  but  on  con¬ 
necting  these  vessels  with  a  platinum  wire,  the  action 
ceased.  The  change  in  certain  bodies  expos^  to  electri¬ 
city  is  owing  to  some  solid  compound  being  formed,  and 
which,  he  was  of  opinion,  was  the  peroxide  of  hydrogen. 
He  also  stated,  that  when  the  two  wires  of  a  battery  were 
connected  with  a  platinum  and  iron  wire,  and  introduced 
into  dilute  sulphuric  acid,  no  oxidation  took  place,  but 
oxygen  and  hydrogen  were  liberated. 

Fhe  adjourned  general  meeting  of  the  committee  was 
held  this  ufiernoon,  when  invitation!  were  read  from  Glas¬ 
gow.  Devonport,  York,  and  Mancheiter,  for  the  next 
place  of  meeting.  After  aome  discussion  it  was  decided 
for  the  former  place,  and  the  Marquis  of  Breadalbane  was 
appointed  President.

An  abortive  attempt  has  been  made  to  enlist  the  work¬ 
ing  classes  of  Watford  in  the  cause  of  the  Charter,  and 
proceedings  of  a  similar  description  were  attempted  at 
Croydon  very  recently.  One.  of  the  delegates  arrived 
there,  and  gave  notice  of  his  intention  to  have  a  meeting 
for  the  purpose  of  expounding  the  principles  of  the  char¬ 
ter.  The  superintendent  of  the  Croydon  police,  however, 
immediately  went  to  him  and  told  him  that  he  should  be 
present  at  the  meeting,  and  that  if  any  violent  or  seditious 
language  was  made  use  of,  he  would  take  the  speaker  into 
custody.  In  consequence  of  this  intimation,  the  meeting 
was  abandoned,  the  delegate  sneaked  out  of  the  town  the 
same  day,  and  the  charter  has  not  since  been  heard  of  at 
Croydon. 

The  Chartists  of  the  diflerent  colliery  villages  around 
this  city  have  been  perfectly  quiet  since  our  last,  and 
the  men  have  generally  returned  to  their  work.  The 
humbug  is  rapidly  dying  a  natural  death.  — 
Advertiser. 

In  our  Last  paper  we  had  the  satisfaction  of  announcing 
that  Howell,  Roberts,  and  Jones  had  been  respited  for 
further  consideration  of  their  cases,  in  consequence  of  evi¬ 
dence  in  their  favour  having  been  laid  before  the  Secretary 
of  State.  We  have  now  reason  to  believe  that  the  evidence

The  effects  of  “  Chartism  ”  are  vividly  painted  in  tlie 
following  paragraph  from  the  Sun  : — “  It  is  perfectly  apal- 
ling  t4)  obserre  the  vast  number  of  uninhabited  houses  in 
Manchester.  One  gentleman  alone  has  sustained  a  dimi¬ 
nution  of  his  rental  (which  is  ail  derived  from  houses  in 
town )  of  no  less  than  1  500/.  this  last  season,  and  all  others 
are  suffering  in  equal  proportion.  M’orkmen  who  used  to 
occupy  each  a  cottage  for  their  own  family  exclusively,  are 
now  compelled  to  huddle  three  families  in  one  cottage,  and 
vast  numbers  of  houses  of  all  kinds,  from  150L  rent  down 
^  .10/.,  are  almost  tenantless.  The  word  ‘Apartment,* 
which  IB  to  be  seen  in  so  many  window’s,  indicates  too 
clearly  that  a  ho«t  of  lodgers  have  left  town,  or  have  been 
deterred  from  retiunlrig ;  and  the  usual  characters,  *  To 
let,’  ‘  To  let,’  which  present  thcmselvea  at  every  turn,  are 
by  no  means  calculated  to  shorten  the  long  and  care-worn 
faces  which  are  now  to  be  seen  on  the  once  busy  and  pros¬ 
perous  .’i'.hange  of  Manchester." 

The  “  National  Convention,” — This  **  imposing 
avieinbly  **  resumed  its  sittings  on  Wednesday  last  at  the 
Arundel  Coffee  house,  instead  of  their  former  rendea- 
vouK,  the  Dr  Johnson’s  tavern ;  the  landlord  of  the  latter 
having  compelled  them  to  evacuate,  in  consequence  of 
arrears  of  rent,  ns  well  as  of  the  discredit  into  which 
their  proceedings  had  brought  his  house.

implicated  iu  the  late  liots  at  Manchester,  Bolton,  Ashton- 
under- Line,  and  other  places,  were  brought  up,  to  the 
number  of  70  or  80,  and  arraigned.  Two  persons  named 
Baddeley,  one  named  Cox,  and  another  named  Wardle, 
pleaded  guilty.  The  greater  part  of  the  others  traversed 
till  next  assizes,  including  Jackson,  Smith,  Butterworth, 
Tinney,  and  others,  wlio  had  acted  as  leaders.  Jackson, 
who  was  described  in  the  indictment  us  a  dissenting  teacher, 
is  a  man  of  very  intelligent  appearance,  and  was  respect- 
ably  attired  in  black.— Mr  Serjeant  Acherlcy  said,  as  to 
the  sureties  he  would  simply  state  that  a  true  bill  of  indict¬ 
ment  was  found  against  him,  and  he  was  a  clergyman.— 
His  Ix)rdship  named  the  bail  at  100/.,  with  two  sureties  in 
.50/.,  or  four  of  25/  each,  to  appear  next  assizes  to  answer 
to  such  indictment,  and  for  good  behaviour  in  the  mean¬ 
time.  The  same  sureties  were  required  from  the  other 
prisoners  who  traversed.  Butterworth  said,  that  requiring 
such  bail  from  a  journeyman  cotton  spinner  was  equiva¬ 
lent  to  a  sentence  of  imprisonment  during  the  interim. 
His  Lordship  said  it  was  the  lowest  amount  he  was  justi¬ 
fied  in  naming  ;  but,  to  render  it  as  little  inconvenient  ns 
possible,  four  sureties  in  25/.  each,  instead  of  two  in  50/., 
and  that,  if  their  property  was  sufficient,  the  same  sureties 
-would  be  taken  to  botli  indictments.  Those  who  did  not 
traverse  appeared  to  be  of.  the  lowest  of  the  people.  The 
two  Baddeleys,  Cox,  and  Wardle,  who  had  pleaded  guilty, 
were  then  put  to  the  bar.  His  lx>rdship  deferred  the 
sentence.

They  form  a  centre  and  two  wings,  the 
mtre  being  roofed  in,  and  the  front  of  it  very  handsomely 
inithed  in  the  gothic  style  with  pinnacles,  the  whole  being 
niher  elaborately  painted  and  gilt  At  the  ends  of  the  lists 
^pitched  the  pavilions  of  the  knights,  each  distinguished 
by  being  made  in  broad  stripes  of  the  owner’s  colours.  Each 
knight  has  a  larger  and  two  smaller  ones,  the  former  for  his 
own  nse,  and  the  latter  for  that  of  his  esquires  and  attend* 
snK  Lord  Eglinton,  indeed,  has  five  pavilions,  and  very 
l(«Tthey  look  in  their  livery  of  blue  and  gold.  Among  the 
others  is  one  of  scarlet  and  white  that  is  exceedingly  neat, 
u  is  Lord  Waterford’s  white  and  black.  The  course  of  the 
procession  is  fenced  in  with  a  double  post  and  rail  from  the 
entrance  door  of  the  castle,  over  a  pretty  gothic  bridge  that 
crosses  a  stream  in  the  park,  and  by  a  very  long  dHouVy  that 
will  afford  a  full  view  to  all  the  lookers-on,  up  to  the  lists. 
The  whole  arrangement  is  so  good  that  I  don't  see  how  it  is 
possible  for  anyb^y  to  fail  ol  having  a  capital  sight.  On 
one  side  of  the  castle  there  is  an  immense  temporary  room 
nearly  corapleted,  and  capable,  one  should  think,  of  accom¬ 
modating  eight  hundred  or  a  thousand  guests.  Tents  are 
pitched,  and  temporary  rooms  constructed,  in  various  parts 
of  the  park,  apparently  for  the  purposes  of  refreshment; 
and,  in  short,  no  expense  can  have  been  spared,  no  attention 
omitted,  on  the  part  of  Lord  Eglinton,  to  make  hia  hospitali¬ 
ties  available  to  all  comers.” 

Wednesday  dawned  most  inauspiciously.  Twelve 
o’clock  (writes  the  Chronicle  correspondent)  “  was  the  heur 
fixed  for  the  commencement  of  the  procession,  but  the  rain, 
which  has  been  threatening  all  the  morning,  has  now  begun 
in  earnest,  and  thousands  of  umbrellas  are  unfurled  in 
every  part  of  the  ground,  and  the  feudal  appearance  of  the 
display  is  completely  spoiled.  There  is  nothing  chivalrous 
about  an  umbrella  !”  The  procession,  however,  took 
place,  **  but  in  consequence  of  the  rain  a  considerable  part 
of  the  ceremonial  was  dispensed  with.  The  Queen  of 
Beauty  and  the  ladies  of  her  train  were  in  close  carriages, 
ar.d  nothing  of  them  could  be  seen  but  their  head-dresses. 
Even  should  Uie  weather  clear  up,  which  is  very  improba- 
ble,  it  will  be  shorn  of  three-fourths  of  its  attraction—, 
the  grounds  are  a  perfect  swamp,  and  all  is  gloomy  and 
des^ts.”

Lord  Lynduuust  and  the  3Iayor  of  Bolton. 
--Tlie  conduct  of  the  Mayor  of  Bolton  during  the  late 
riots,  and  Iiis  former  political  character,  appear  to  be  sub¬ 
jects  of  general  inquiry  in  the  daily  papers,  and  in  some 
some  of  the  provincial  press.  There  is  evidently  a  wish, 
on  the  part  of  some  individuals  who  have  been  the  origi¬ 
nators  of  the  numerous  calumnies  that  have  already  been 
published  to  convince  the  country  and  the  House  of  Lords 
that  the  Mayor  of  Bolton  is,  and  has  been  for  some  time 
part,  a  Chartist,  and  that  his  conduct  whilst  In  office  has 
tended  to  create  rather  than  allay  political  excitement, 
Nothing  can  be  more  erroneous  than  an  opion  of  this  sort ; ! 
for,  as  is  well  known  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  ;  the 
mayor,  since  his  election  to  office,  has  care'‘ully  abstained 
from  mixing  himself  up  with  politics,  and  has  even,  in 
many  instances,  incurred  the  displeasure  of  the  Radicals 
and  Chartists,  for  not  lending  them  that  aid  they  expected 
from  him.  On  Friday  evening  last,  in  consequence  of 
the  various  mis-statements  that  have  been  made,  a  meeting 
of  the  aldermen  and  council  of  the  borough  took  place, 
and  the  following  resolutions  were  agreed  upon,  3lr  Aider- 
man  Mangnall  being  in  the  chair  : — “  That  we,  the  aider- 
men  and  common  councilmen  of  the  borough  of  Bolton, 
have  seen  with  surprise  and  indignation  the*  false  and  ca¬ 
lumnious  charges  brought  by  Lord  Lyndhurst,  in  the 
House  of  Ixirds,  against  the  mayor  and  magistrates  of 
this  borough  for  their  conduct  during  the  latedi8tu»*»afrcc», 
the  whole  of  which  charges  are  either  gro»»  misrepresen¬ 
tations  or  totally  without  foundation.  That  this  council 
most  cordially  approve  of  the  conduct  of  the  mayor  and 
magistaates  of  the  borough  during  the  late  trying  period, 
fur  their  humane  and  just,  yet  ffrm  and  conciliatory  pro¬ 
ceedings,  and  this  council  looks  back,  with  unnnnglMl 
satisfaction  and  pleasure,  to  the  fact  that  the  late  alarming 
commotion  was  put  an  end  to,  and  order  restored,  with¬ 
out  the  loss  of  a  single  life — That  a  memorial  from  this 
csuncil  be  presented  to  Ijord  John  Russell,  requesting 
that  a  full  and  searching  investigation  may  be  made  into 
all  the  circumstances  connected  with  the  late  disturbances 
in  this  borough,  in  order  to  show  the  falsehood  of  the 
charges  made  by  Lord  Lyndhurst.” — Manchetter  Guar~ 
diau.

Mr  F.  T.  Baring  at  Portssiouth — 31r  Baring 
visited  Portsmouth  on  Monday  night  for  the  purpose  of 
addressing  the  electors  of  the  borough— the  representation 
having  bwome  vacant  in  conseouence  of  his  appointment 
to  the  office  of  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer.  On  Tues¬ 
day  he  met  his  friends  at  the  Guildhall.  Mr  Baring  said 
he  now  came  before  the  electors  holding  the  high  and 
important  office  to  which  he  had  been  appoint -d  In  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  confidence  placed  in  him  by  his  colleagues 
and  by  the  Crown  :  and  he  was,  therefore,  no  longer  the 
young  man  upon  trial  which  he  had  been  when  they  first 
placed  confidence  in  him,  and  they  were  consequently  able 
to  say  how  far  he  was  deserving  of  the  honour  of  still 
representing  them  in  the  House  of  (.>ommons.  (Hear, 
hear.)  He  was  ready  to  reoly  to  any  qdestion  that  might 
be  put  to  him  ;  and,  in  conclusion,  he  had  only  to  observe 
that  he  hoped  they  would  be  ready  and  watchftil,  for,  al¬ 
though  there  was  at  present  no  opponent  In  the  field,  they 
must  act  as  if  there  was,  for  their  enemies  were  weary,  and 
might  take  them  by  surprise,  unless  they  were  prepared 
for  them.  (Hear,  liesr.)— Mr  Jeffrey  then  b<»gcd  to 
the  opinion  of  the  right  hon.  gent,  on  the  Balloi  and 
tha  Com  Laws.

(Cheers)-— has  been  appointed  to  the  Board  of  Control, 
bow  must  I  feel  ?  (Cheers).  I  am  happy  to  have  it 
in  my  power  to  do  justice  to  that  excellent  patriot,  and 
to  add  my  testimony  to  others  of  his  merit,  worth,  and 
genius.”  CheersX  Mr  O’Cbnnell  closed  his  speech 
with  various  arguments  in  favour  of  repeal.

The  Penny  Postage.— The  new  measure  will  com- 
ineiTeo,*"we  feam,  owthe  Ist  of  January  next.  It  is 
intended  that  stamped  etivelopcs  shall  be  sold  at  every 
post-office,  so  that  stationers  and  other  shopkeepers  may, 
as  well  as  the  public,  supply  themselves  at  a  minute’s 
notice.  No  greater  risk  whatever  will  occur  of  the  negli¬ 
gence  of  letter  carriers,  for  these  men  are  timed  and  their 
route  exactly  specified.  They  are,  therefurr,  manifestly 
open  to  detertion,  if  off  their  post  a  single  minute.  A 
strict  surveillance  will  be  maintained.  Letters  not  stamped 
will  be  charged  a  higher  rate.  The  new  amngements  are  ; 
being  made  by  the  Treasury,  and  not  by  the  Post-office 
authorities.—  Chellrnham  Fxuminer.

POSTSCRIPT. 

LONDON,  Saturdajf  Morning^  Aug,  31,  1839. 

Thr  Wellington  Festival,  Dovee,  Aug.  30.— 
This  inoming,  long  looked  forward  to  by  tbe  people  of 
Dover,  was  usher^  in  by  a  salute  from  Uie  heights. 
Tbe  ciutla  threw  out  its  banner— the  vessels  in  the  har¬ 
bour  on  l  iu  the  drsosed  themselves  in  their  mauy 
^(iu#«d  fla^;  the  inhabitants  of. the  town,  backed  by 
thousindi  of  visitors,  eron  ded  either  the  foad  by  which

their  illustrious  visitor  was  eipected  to  approach,  or  the 
precincts  of  the  pavilion  in  which  he  was  to  be  feasted. 
The  latter  was  very  deservedly  an  object  of  great  at- 
traction.  It  stood,  including  its  covered  ways  and  en¬ 
trance  lobbies,  upon  20,420  feet  of  ground  :  the  area 
alone  occupied  for  the  purposes  of  the  dinner  being 
120  feet  by  130  feet.  There  have  been  consumed  in 
its  erection  400  loads  or  20,000  cubic  feet  of  timber,  and 
it  has  taken  1(X)  men  60  days  in  building.  Its  shape 
was  nearly  square,  having  at  the  one  end  a  rai^ 
gallery,  elaborately  ornamented,  for  the  more^  distin¬ 
guished  guests,  and  at  the  opposite  extremity  two 
higher  galleries,  the  lower  of  which  was  appropriated  to 
the  ladies,  and  the  upper  to  the  military  band.  The 
tables,  which  ran  down  the  centre  of  the  building,  rang¬ 
ing  in  a  gradual  rise  on  either  side,  consisted  of  twenty- 
three  in  number,  affording  accommodation  for  nearly 
two  thousand  people.  The  dinner  was  appointed  to 
take  place  at  five  o’clock,  and  the  duke  arrived 
shortly  befoic  that  time.  On  his  entrance,  and  on 
his  progress  through  the  densely  crowded  assembly, 
he  was  received  with  the  most  enthusiastic  cheering 
His  grace  looked  well,  and  was  evidently  touched 
by  the  cordial  warmth  of  his  reception.  When 
the  cloth  was  removed,  non  nobis  Domine  was  sung. 
The  Chairman,  on  the  sound  of  the  trumpet,  rose  and 
proposed  ”  The  Queen !  a  long  and  happy  life  to  her, 
and  may  she  ever  reign  in  the  hearts  of  her  people.” 
(Cries  of  bravo!) — The  toast  was  drunk  with  great 
enthusiasm.  “  God  save  the  Queen,”  svith  a  chorus  of 
the  whole  assembly.  —  The  Alarquis  of  Bute  then  pro¬ 
posed  “  'Hie  health  of  the  Queen  Dowager  and  the  rest 
of  the  Royal  Family."  The  toast  was  received  with 

great  entlius'asm.  Glee _ ”  Health  to  Queen  .Adelaide.” 

Lord  WharnclifTe  proposed  the  health  of  the  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury  and  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  for 
which  the  Reverend  Air  Bayley  returned  thanks. — 
Lord  Brougham  then  rose,  amid  the  loudest  applause, 
to  propose  the  health  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington. 
In  the  course  of  his  oration,  the  noble  and  learned  lord 
eulogized,  in  a  high  strain  of  enthusiasm,  the  services  of 
the  illustrious  Duke.  He  said, —  Party— the  spirit  of 
party — may  do  much,  but  it  cannot  operate  so  far  as  to 
make  us  forget  those  services — it  cannot  so  far  bewilder  j 
the  memory,  and  pervert  the  judgment,  and  quench  and 
stifle  the  warmth  of  the  natural  aflections,  and  eradicate 
from  our  bosoms  those  feelings  which  do  us  most  ho¬ 
nour  and  are  the  most  unavoidable,  and  as  it  were  dry 
up  the  kindly  juices  of  the  heart ;  and,  notwith¬ 
standing  all  its  vile  and  malignant  influence  on 
other  occasions,  it  cannot  dry  up  those  juices  of 
the  heart  so  as  to  purch  it  like  very  chatcoal, 
aud  make  it  almost  as  black.

FIRST  FRUITS  of  the  NEW  POLICE  ACT. 

The  wholesome  operation  of  the  New  Act  has  been  par¬ 
ticularly  manifest  in  the  gin-palace  neigh liourhoods  of  Glare- 
market,  the  Seven  Diala,  St  Giles’s,  the  New-Cut,  Lamlietb, 
and  (he  Broadway  in  Westminster.  The  palaces  were  on 
Sunday  morning  mournfully  silent,  and  while  their  wonted 
occupants  lingered  about  them  with  a  fidgety  sort  of 
patience,  the  observer  could  not  fail  to  notice  the  contrast 
between  the  conduct  and  language  of  the  squalid  groups  of 
both  aexes  which  last  Sunday  presented  from  many  previous 
Sabbaths.  How  many  families  on  Sunday  last  enjoyed  the 
unusual  luxury  of  a  dinner,  how  many  watchhouse  cells 
nuiuiaed  tenantless  for  the  night ! 

At  the  Bow  street  office,  on  Monday,  the  effects  of  the 
provision  of  the  New  Act  were  very  evident.  Instead  of 
thereilieing  50  or  60  drunken  charges,  and  charges  of  assault 
atitiing  out  ot  drunkenness,  there  were  very  few  of  the 
former,  arid  not  one  of  the  latter,  the  business  of  the  morniog 
being  disposed  of  in  a  few  minutes. 

A  man  named  Johnson  was  on  Monday  convicted  by  M 
Codd  (Worship  street)  under  a  clause  of  the  New  Act.  it 
appeared  that  on  the  evening  o*'  Sunday,  Johnson  went  into 
the  Coach  and  Horses,  James  street,  in  a  state  of  intoxica¬ 
tion,  and  on  baing  tamed  out  by  Mr  ikmdeford  the  landlord, 
seized  him  in  his  arms,  and  threw  him  with  great  foite  ou 
the  stones  in  front  of  (he  house.  Mr  Codd  fined  him  20fl., 
and  in  default  committed  him  for  one  month  to  the  House  of 
Correction. — A  man  of  respectable  appearance,  named  Chris* 
topher  Halliman,  who  stated  himself  to  be  bailiff  to  a  gentle¬ 
man,  was  next  charged  with  having  resisted  the  police  is  the 
execution  of  their  duty,  and  fined  10s.,  or  in  default  14  days’ 
imprisonment. — A  roan  and  his  wife  were  sent  to  Brixton  fur 
seven  days  by  the  magistrate  sitting  at  (he  Town  Hall 
(Alderman  Lucas)  in  lieu  of  the  usuaF  fine  for  drunkenness 
I  and  disorderly  conduct.

Mr  Combe  commented  in  stron^^  terms  on 
the  f^ross  and  indecent  conduct  of  the  prisoner,  and  expressed 
a  iio|>e  tliat  it  would  reach  the  ears  of'  those  (lersons  who  had 
acted  in  conceit  with  him  that  they  had  rendered  themselves 
liable  to  the  severest  punishment  for  the  offence  of  which 
they  had  been  (^iltyy  as  it  was  in  the  power  of  the  parish 
officers  to  prosecute  them  at  common  law,  and  also  in  the 
Ecclesiastical  Court,  for  the  indecent  interruption  of  the 
service  of  the  Chnrcn.  He  then  ordered  the  prisoner  to  find 
bail  fur  three  months,  and  to  g;ive  48  hours'  notice,  so  that 
the  officers  roi)(ht  have  time  to  inquire  into  tlie  solvency  of 
his  sureties.  Mr  Combe  added  that  he  did  not  think  the 
parish  officers  would  be  doin)(  tlieir  duty  if  they  did  not 
prosecute  the  prisoner,  and  aee  if  they  could  not  join  in  that 
prosecution  noma  of  those  who  had  taken  a  leadioif  part  in 
the  outrage.

Bigamy.— On  Wednead^  John  Webb  was  charged  with 
intermarrying  with  Susan  Cook,  liis  former  wife  being  still 
alive.  Both  the  wives  were  present,  and  the  investigation 
of  the  case  excited  considerable  interest,  owing  to  the  pecu¬ 
liar  circumstances  attending  it  The  first  wife,  a  well-look, 
ing  ruddy  complexionod  woman,  with  a  large  mole  on  the  side 
of  her  face,  stated  that  she  was  married  to  tlie  prisoner  in 
January,  1829,  at  Reading,  in  Berkshire.  They  lived  toge¬ 
ther  for  several  years,  but  he  abandoned  her  a^mt  a  year  and 
a  half  ago,  and  came  to  town.  A  short  tin^  since  a  near  re« 
lative  of  the  prisoner  raccivuA  a  him,  describing 

that  he  (the  jprisoner)  had  beun  recently  married  to  a  nice 
little  woman  in  London,  and  inviting  the  relation  to  come  up 
and  visit  him,  and  that  he  should  be  introduced  to  his  better 
half.  This  latter  was  shown  to  the  first  wife,  who,  on  per¬ 
using  its  contents,  lost  no  time  in  proceeding  to  town,  and 
upon  her  arrival  she  discovered  her  husband's  abode,  and  To¬ 
pped  thither,  where  she  found  Eliza  Cook,  to  whom  she 
announced  that  she  was  the  prisoner's  lawful  wife.  The  pri¬ 
soner,  however,  happened  to  be  from  home  at  the  time,  and 
Eliza  Cook,  afW  the  surprise  which  such  ao  announcement 
was  calculated  tP  CTMlfb  informed  the  real  Mrs  Webb 
that  she  was  fmurri^Qlo.dhe  prisoner  three  weeks  before  lost 
Christmas-day,  by  md  e^ed,  ajt  the  same  time,  that 

*h<^iy  aherwaros  iniormed  that  he  bad  another 

eii'e  living,  and  that  thA,,a|^)ck  she  received  on  this  iiitipaA* 
lion  had  aucli  an  effect  upon  her  health,  that  she  had  not 
bMo  well  ever  since.  Eliza  Cook  went  oo  to  describe  to  the 
witness  that  the  information  she  had  thus  obtained  was  ooo- 
finned  by  what  the  prisoner  subsequently  said  to  her,  for  he 
told  her,  that  if  a  red-faced  woman,  with  a  mole  on  one  of 
her  cheeks,  called  at  the  house  and  represented  herself  as 
his  wife,  to  shut  the  door  in  her  face,  and  not  let  her  into  the 
pisM,  on  any  account,  as  she  was  a  regular  vixen.  The  com¬ 
plainant  added,  that  upon  ascertaining  the  above  circum- 
•tances  with  respect  to  her  husband's  infamous  conduct 
towards  her,  she  gave  him  into  the  custody  of  a  policeman 
fw  bigamy.  The  second  wife  had  accompanied  her  to  the 
^ce,  and  she  (complainant)  had  no  doubt  the  charge  would 
he  brought  home  to  the  prisoner— A  diminutive  woman,  ad¬ 
vanced  in  yenrs,  stood  forward,  and,  curtseying  to  the  magis- 
Irate,  said  that  slie  was  Eliza  Cook,  the  person  who  was 
it^esented  to  be  the  prisoner's  second  wife.— Mr  Jeremy  : 
^ell,  what  charge  have  you  to  make  against  him  ?— Eliza 
twk:  I  have  no  charge  agaioat  man. — Mr  Jeremy: 

Than  what  you  liave  toU  tha  complaimtht  with  respect  to 
Jjw  marriage  by  licenca  to  tha  prisoner  you  now  deny  ?— 
thza Cook:  All  I  can  say  is,  that  I  am  not  his  wife.

ACCIDENTS.  OFFENCES,  8re. 

Accident  to  the  “Beaufort"  Bath  Coach _ On 

Saturday  morning,  the  Beaufort  coach  quitted  the  While 
Lion,  Bath,  for  London,  but  had  not  proceede*!  above  eight 
miles  fnim  Bath,  when,  upon  a  slight  descent,  and  the  lior>eH 
going  at  a  moderate  psce,  the  axletree  broke  in  tw»i,  and  the 
coachman,  named  Everett,  one  of  the  best  whips  «»ii  the  road, 
was  precipitated  to  the  ground,  and  in  the  fall  broke  his  leg 
just  below  the  knee.  By  the  ooncuss'ion  one  of  the  hinder 
wheels  broke  away  from  the  coacit,  and  ran  wfitli  siicli  velocity 
upcm  the  causeway,  as  to  knock  down  an  old  woman  who  was 
accidentally  passing,  and  in  the  fall  the  pour  creature  (an 
aged  person)  also  had  her  leg  broken.  The  fiassengeis  moat 
fortunately  were  more  frightened  than  hurt,  having  escaped 
with  a  few  bruises. 

Infanticide— On  Monday  an  inquest  was  held  at  the 
Chequers,  Duke  street,  St  James's,  on  the  body  of  a  new¬ 
born  male  child,  the  offspring  of  Jane  Wales,  aged  18,  co«)k 
in  the  establishment  or  Mr  Ponder,  residing  at  37  in  the 
street.  From  the  evidence  of  Mr  Twirabie,  surgeon,  it 
appeared  that  the  child  was  born  alive,  and  had  been  healthy, 
and  that  the  chief  cause  of  its  death  was  a  wound  in  the 
throat  inflicted  by  some  small  cutting  instrument.  Mrs 
Ponder  said  that  Wales  had  been  in  her  service  about  a 
month,  and  bad  received  notice  to  quit  in  consequence  of  its 
baying  been  suspected  that  she  was  pregnant.  Wales  on 
Friday  night  declared  the  suspicion  gnmndless.  Next  morn¬ 
ing  witness  went  (a  fellow-servant  of  Wales  having  informed 
her  the  latter  was  ill)  to  her  room,  but  was  reru.«ed  admit¬ 
tance.  Witness  insisted,  nod  found  from  certain  appearances 
that  the  birth  of  a  child  had  taken  place.  She  taxed  Wales 
with  the  circumstance,  and  it  was  not  until  she  said  she  should 
send  for  Dr  Gully,  of  Sackville  street,  with  whom  Wales 
had  formerly  lived,  that  the  latter  confessed  the  truth.  She 
then  stated  she  had  miscarried,  and  that  the  child  was  in  a 
box  in  the  room.  Or  Gully  was  sent  for,  and  ha  unlocked 
the  box,  and  found  the  bMy  of  a  child  in  it,  under  some 
wearing  apparel.  Dr  Gully  was  next  examined  to  prove  the 
Hnding  of  toe  body  ot  the  child,  and  said  tliut  the  wound  in 
the  throat,  which  was  probably  inflicted  with  a  pair  of 
scissors,  was  the  chief  cause  of  death.  Wales  had  Uvm  with 
him  20  months  as  a  servant,  was  of  unimpeached  character, 
but  was  grossly  illiterate.  Verdict— “  Wilful  murder 
Jjine  Wales."  .*■* 

Fatal  Accident.— On  Tuead^  moming,  as  MUs 
Maria  Jex,  daughter  of  Mr  Jex,  of  nanwo;tlH  was  standing 
near  a  gate,  talking  to  aootber  y—og  lady,  she  receivi^  the 
contents  of  a  full  charge  of  shot,  bre<l  from  a  gun,  in  her 
face,  and  fell  a  corpse  into  the  arms  .of.  .’lur  ciunpan ion.  It 
appears  that  two  boys  were  near  the'  ga'ie  at  whiuti  the 
young  ladies  were  standii^,  with  a  gun,  wliich  one  of  them  I 
fired,  causing  Miss  Jex'a instant  death— A^irwiVA  Mercury. 

Afflicting  Case. — On  Tuesday  fureutNin,  a  young  man 
of  respectable 'appearance  was  observed  walking  backward 
and  forward  in  a  melanrholv  mood,  near  tlie  Regent's  Canal, 
when  suddenly  he  plunged  mto  the  water.  A  person  near  to 
the  spot  raised  the  alarm,  and  the  unh»rtuiiata  young  man 
was  released  in  a  short  time  from  his  perilons  situation,  and 
carried  in  a  state  of  exhaustion  to  the  residence  of  a  surgeon 
in  the  neighbourhood,  where  he  received  eveiy  assistance, 
and  was  restored  to  his  senses,  and  said  to  those  near  him 
that  they  only  prolonged  his  misery,  as  he  was  determined 
to  commit  the  act — he  was  starving — he  had  a  wife  and 
child,  neither  of  whom  had  tasted  food  for  two  days,  and  he 
would  rather  die  than  witness  their  misery.  Being  extreme¬ 
ly  agitated,  and  it  being  suspected  he  might  make  a  second 
attempt  on  his  life,  a  gentleman  present  remonstrated,  and 
requested  to  acco  npany  him  to  bis  wife  and  child,  which, 
after  much  hesitation,  he  consented  to,  and  said  his  name 
waa  Townshend,  and  that  he  reaided  in  David  street,  Somers 
town,  where  his  wretched  wife  and  an  intaresting  child  were 
found  sitting  in  the  corner  of  the  apartment  (a  hack  room 
on  the  first  floor);  the  wife  crying,  and  emaciated,  and 
evidently  starving,  there  not  being  a  morsel  of  food  of  any 
kind  in  the  place.  They  were  destitute  of  money ;  not  a 
piece  of  furniture  was  in  their  miserable  hovel;  and  they 
were  obliged  to  sleep  oo  the  floor,  with  hardly  any  covering. 
The  poor  woroao  was  exceedingly  affected,  thanked  the  gen¬ 
tleman  who  had  acted  so  kindly,  and  intimated  that  they  had 
undergone  the  greatest  misery  »br  a  length  of  time,  and  that 
her  unfortunate  liusban  i  had  before  threatened  to  put  an  end 
to  his  life  by  taking  prussic  acid ;  th^  had  not  a  friend^  in 
the  world,  and  their  situation  was  sifficting.  The  ^ntle- 
man  rendered  the  poor  creatures  temporary  relief,  leaving 
the  young  man  in  a  very  weak  and  balpIeM  condilwn.

Siie  told  him  be  hnd  not  been  at  work  till  that  hour,  when  he 
said  he  had,  and  that  he  had  done  the  business  for  a  womaik 
She  asked  him  what  he  had  done;  when  he  said  that  thera 
was  a  woman  on  board,  and  he  wanted  to  gat  her  on  shore 
before  the  captain's  wife  ^t  up,  which  she  would  not  do 
without  some  money,  and  that  he  took  up  an  oar,  and  struck 
her  St  the  luck  of  the  head  and  knocked  her  into  the  river. 
Two  or  three  days  slier  he  told  her  the  body  had  been 
found.  Sliortly  alter  this  they  had  a  quarrel,  whea  alia  told 
two  policemen,  wIk>  gave  information  to  Mr  Waller,  the 
beadle,  who  came  and  challenged  Wright  with  it,  which  he 
denied.

fortnight.  Wright  was  then  given  into  the  custody  of 
Waller,  to  be  examined  before  the  magistrates  on  Wednes¬ 
day,  when  the  wife  expretssed  her  readiness  to  give  evidence 
against  her  husband.  The  rosgi^trate,  however,  could  nut 
receive  her  testimony,  and  the  man  was  dtscliarged  to  the 
apparent  vexation  ot  his  helpmate.  », 


COMMERCE. 

Temporary  Loans. — It  was  expected  by  some  iierson.s 
that  the  notice  from  the  Bank  fur  making  temporary  loans 
would  have  appeared  to-day,  but  it  was  not  issued,  slid  ths 
omission  seems  to  have  liad  somn  influence  on  the  later 
transactions  of  the  day  in  the  funds.  The  regular  time  liM* 
giviug  this  notice,  however,  is  not  till  next  week,  which  gives 
a  period  of  six  weeks  till  tlie  middle  of  October,  and  extends 
over  the  payment  ol'  the  dividends.  Doubts  have  been  •*- 
pressed  in  ceitain  quarters  whether  this  accomnsodat'ion  wiit 
noi  be  diccuntinuea,  but  this  is  not  very  likely,  as  tlie  Baak 
directois  seem  to  be  aware  that  so  far  as  curameMwl  opera¬ 
tions  are  concerned  they  are  now  t*t«  chief  dependence  of 
the  money  market,  ami  have  been  liberal  enough,  therefore, 
iu  their  ree^t  practice,  though  they  exact  a  high  ^ rice  lor 
it  The  point  wiili  the  directors  will  probably  be  whetifvr 
to  include  Exchequer  bills  or  not  in  such  temporary  acconi- 
luodation ;  but  as  the  pressure  on  the  funds  is  of  much  leas 
consequence  than  that  iqion  trade,  and  to  undertake  both 
may  embarrass  them  further  with  the  circulation^  it 
that  the  claims  of  commerce  will  obtain  tlie  exeltiaive  pre¬ 
ference.— Tdarsdays  Timet. 

Tii  •.  Uankino  System  in  America— In  the  file  of 
New  York  po|)ers  just  received,  there  ap{)eare  a  quotation 
from  a  Mississippi  journal,  illustrative  m  ehv  vqjiMMw  aas- 
taiiied  by  over-banking  in  that  state.  It  is  asserted  that  tli# 
peop'e  of  Misaissippi  have  suffered  in  the  aggregate  witliin 
the  last  four  or  hve  years,  a  loss  of  not  less  than  betweea 
4,900,000  and  5,000,0IM)  dollars  directly  from  tlie  de{)rMia« 
tioo  of  bank  currency,  and  this  without  including  indirect 
losses  arising  from  overtrading  and  consequent  bimkruptcy, 
and  the  loss  of  time,  latmur,  and  credit  which  a  redundant 
and  depreciated  currency  has  produced.  The  general  result 
oflmnking  in  that  unibrtunute  state  is  thus  described:— 
“  Banking  has  had  all  the  advantages  wliich  its  warmest  ad¬ 
vocates  could  demand  Ibr  it.  It  has  had  the  unlimited  con¬ 
fidence  of  a  generous  people,  and  the  reeourcee  ol' a  young, 
vigorous,  aiid  productive  state  to  back  it.  And  what  has 
bMn  the  result  ?  A  few  liankrupts  have  been  raised  from  a 
deserved  obscurity,  to  be  a  seven  days’  wonder,  and  amass 
fortunes  at  the  expense  ol  the  industrious  and  economical 
citizen.  A  lew  have  become  rich  without  toil  or  merit- 
hundreds  from  aflluence  have  becoeae  poor  in  spite  of  labo* 
riuus  honesty.  Banking  has  not  been  more  destructive  of 
the  property  than  of  the  honour  of  the  citizen.  Parents, 
children,  and  brothers  distrust  each  other— they  know  nut 
whom  to  trust.  ..The  wheels  ef  the  Ainericau  Juggernaut, 
banking,  have  rolled  over  the  state,  and  in  its  progress  have 
crushed  proiierty,  and  reputation,  honour,  probity,  public  and 
private  virtue."
